NOTIFICATION 


On Saturday, December 1st, 2012, at about 1230 hours, I was officially called out by Detective Sergeant Leach to 
investigate a possible death in custody. I had been previously been briefed by Sergeant Leach of an attempted robbery 
that patrol officers were investigating. After the male suspect was taken into custody, the suspect had 4HB 
(■BBBIBBH^^^HHMHBBBBIBB The details of this incident were not clear. I was working at the 
Southwestern College Police Academy when I responded. Sergeant Leach assigned me as the lead detective for this 
investigation. 


CASE SYNOPSIS 

On 12/01/2012,32 year old Manuel Tomas Martinez walked into the “Eat and Go Dpli,” located at 530 W. 21st Street 
in National City. The deli is a sm all business that sits just north next to the E. 24th Street Trolley Statio n. The only 
employee working at the deli wasBBBUHHBBBB There was a female customer (BBBBBBD also inside 
the store when Martinez arrived. 

Martinez walked over to the register counter and stood there as if he was waiting to be assisted. BBB)walked over to 
Martinez, from the employee side of the counter, and asked him if he could help him. Martinez did not acknowledge 
■I Martinez just stood there with a blank stare in his eyes. 

Without saying a word, Martinez walked around the register counter through to t he ope ning that led into the 
employee’s only section. WKNk confronted Martinez before he walked past the counter. WBWtold Martinez he could 
not enter that area, it was for employees only. Without saying a word, Martinez began to violently assaultdWM 
Martinez struck■mP several tim es on th e face with his fists. Martinez aggressively kickechmchninched HHlThe 
momentum of the assault pushed (Hi backwards into a back storage room. Terrified, ■BBttempted to cover 
himself from Martinez’ punches and kicks. 

Afraid of what was to come next, HBarmed himself with a hotplate and held it over h is head, Martinez ran out of 
the storage room, grabbed a laptop that was on the register counter and threw it atBHHH The laptop struckBBBt> n 
his back. 

Martine sudde nly stopped attacking focused his attention on the retail display area of the deli. By now, 

■■had run out of the store. Martinez walked out from behind the register counter a nd began to knock over 
all the display fixtures. Causing all the display items to scatter and spill all over the floor, (■■saw this as his 
opportunity to run out of the deli. 

Once outside, saw there was a small crowd of people who were looking into the deli. Some we re on t heir 
cellular telephones. A female bystander gaveBBH> erm ^ ss ^° n to use her cellular phone to call the police. BBBIwas 
unable to notify the police o f the inc ident. Every time he would dial 911 a female would answer die call by saying, 
“California Highway Patrol.’^^Bhung up on the dispatcher at least two times. He wanted to contact the National 
City Police Department. 


Moments later, saw a uniformed motor officer arrive. Sergeant Young was that officer. Sergeant Young 
overheard someone say, “The guy in the store has a gun.”

Sergeant Young drew his handgun and took coverflHHHH^^B He could clearly see the register area inside 
the deli. Sergeant Young could see the suspect (Manuel Tomas Martinez) inside the deli. Martinez was drinking what 
appeared to be an energy drink and was possibly eating something. Sergeant Young at gunpoint ordered Martinez to 
the ground. Martinez ignored all of his commands. Martinez’ behavior led Sergeant Young to believe Martinez was 
agitated, irritated, confused or under the influence of controlled substance. 

HBold Sergeant Young that Martinez was the susp ect. Sergeant Y oung began to broadcast updates over his police 
radio. Sergeant Meeks arrived on scene and took a position. As Sergeant Young broadcasted the 

updated information, Sergeant Meeks saw a person matching Martinez’ description run out of a warehouse just north 
of the deli. Martinez had exited the deli through a rear door located in the back storage room. The door led to a 
neighboring self-storage business. 

530 W. 21st Street is the attached to a large building that is part of a self-storage facility at “Extra Space Storage,” 
520 W. 20th Street. The storage facility has (4) separate buildings north of the deli. All of the buildings run parallel 
with the trolley tracks in a northem/southerly direction. 

Martinez ran through the middle of two storage buildings and eventually hoped west over an 8’ foot steel picket fence 
that had concertina wire on top. This led to the trolley tracks next to the self-storage facility. Martinez ran north along 
the trolley tracks for a considerable distance. Once over the W. 18th Street, bridge, Martinez ran off the trolley tracks 
and continued to run northbound alongside of a chain-linked fence, Martinez then ran down an embankment that led 
to an on-ramp. It was the on-ramp from W. 18th Street that leads to Harbor Drive. 

There was a whiteflHHHBpickup truck parked in front of a green^lHHHB along the west easement of 
the onramp. Martin ez ran down the embankment, which was covered by ice plant and dove head first into the bed of 
^■■■1 This was witnessed by police officers and the drivers of the vehicles just mentioned. 

Un iformed officers, Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett arrived on scene as Martinez dove into the back of the bed of 
Corporal Klos drew his police issued pointed it at Martinez, and ordered him not to 

move. Martinez was bleeding from him mouth and face. Officer Stinnett climbed into the bed of the truck to arrest 
Martinez. Officer Stinnett was able to handcuff Martinez’ right hand. Martinez had his left hand secreted under his 
body as he laid face down on the bed of the pickup truck. Both officers ordered Martinez to show his left hand. 
Martinez disobeyed their commands and kept his left hand tight under his body. 

Corporal Klos punched Martinez several times on the left side of his face in order to distract Martinez and get him to 
comply. Corporal Klos’ punches were ineffective. Corporal Klos bolstered his CHHHBIand drew his police baton. 
Corporal Klos struck Martinez several times on his upper left arm in an attempt to achieve compliance. Those strikes 
were also ineffective. 


At the same time, Officer Stinnett held on to the handcuffs that were on Martinez’ right hand and punched Martinez 
several times on his face in an attempt to achieve compliance. Those punches were also ineffective. Martinez did not 
comply with their commands and increased his resistance by tightening up his body and kept his left han d under t he 
area of his torso. Martinez also started to kick his feet around. Sergeant Meeks arrived and deployed his^HB^ 11

the^mBmode in the middle of Martinez’ back. This caused Martinez to place his left hand on his back. Stinnett 
was able to handcuff Martinez. Stinnett exited the bed of the truck and lowered the tailgate. 


Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett both slid Martinez back toward the street feet first. The officers assisted Martinez 
to his feet. Initially, Martinez refused to stand on his own. Officers instructed him to stand up. Martinez stood up and 
was walked to the hood of a nearby patrol vehicle. Once at the right quarter panel of Corporal Klos’ patrol vehicle 
Officer Stinnett and Coiporal Klos began to conduct a more thorough search of Martinez. 

With Martinez facing the hood of the patrol vehicle and bent forward at the waist, Corporal Klos searched the left 
side of Martinez. Corporal Klos also removed Martinez’ left shoe. As he did that, Martinez began to resist again by 
trying to move his body around. Officer Stinnett searched the right side of Martinez. As Officer Stinnett removed his 
right shoe, Martinez attempted to kick him. Martinez was able to move his hands to the front portion of his waistband 
and rigidly tensed his arms and body. Officers feared Martinez was attempting to retrieve some type of weapon from 
his waistband to assault them. Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett guided Martinez to the ground in an attempt to 
control him. 

While on the ground, Martinez attempted to kick Officer Stinnett several times. Officer Stinnett kicked Martinez on 
his right thigh with his right foot in order to stop Martinez from trying to kick him. Both Corporal Klos and Officer 
Stinnett knelt next to Martinez to try and control him. Officer Stinnett was trying to control Martinez’ legs and feet. 
Corporal Klos was trying to control Martinez’ upper torso and head. Martinez continued to violently resist the 
officers by trying to twist his body and kick his feet into the asphalt. 

Martinez continued to actively resist and told the officers, “I have a wea pon 1” Fearing for his safety, Officer Stinnett 
drew his department issued||HMM an dflHHHMt in theflHHB moc te on Martinez’ lower back. This caused 
Martinez to yell out loud and temporarily calmed him down. Suddenly, Martinez began to shout out loud, “You don’t 
know who I am. I’m Ghost. Fuck you!” Martinez continued to violently resist. Detective Corporal Shephard arrived 
on scene. Corporal Shephard was wearing his full police uniform. 

Officer Stinnett and Corporal Shephard attempted to immobilize Martinez’ feet and legs by attempting to deploy a 
department approvedOfficers struggled with Martinez to get the leg restraint on him. Even after 
the leg restraint had been applied, Martinez continued to violently resist. Subsequently, additional officers were able 
to remove Martinez’ hands from his waistband and used a hinged handcuff to restrict his movements. 

After a violent and continuous struggle, Martinez was taken into custody by several officers. Please refer to all of the 
attached supplemental police reports for all the details of their accou nts of th is incident. Martinez sustained several 
injuries to his head and face as a result of jumping into the bed of the truck head first. Officers requested for 

paramedics to respond to evaluate the injuries Martinez had sustained. 

NCPD Fire Department arrived first on scene. They all saw Martinez non-complainant behavior. Medical personnel 
from American Medical Response (AMR) arrived on scene shortly after. It was unit 494. The paramedics assigned to 
this unit were Ahamed Hluz and John Joseph Prietto. 


Both paramedics could all see Martinez continued to violently resist the officers as they held him down to the ground. 
Eventually, Martinez was placed onto a gurney with full restraints to prevent him from hurting himself or others.

M artinez was admitted and remained in the Intensive Care Unit at UCSD Medical Center. 
BHBBBBBHHB Martinez expired on December 5th, 2012 at 0317 hours. 

On December 6th, 2012, Chief Deputy Medical Examiner Dr. J. Lucas from the San Diego Office of the Medical 
Examiner performed the autopsy on Martinez. 

On 05/02/2013, I received an electronic copy of Martinez’ autopsy report. Chief Deputy Medical Examiner, Dr. J. 
Lucas, certified Martinez’ death as “complications of resuscitative cardiopulmonary arrest due to acute 
methamphetamine intoxication, and the manner of death as accident” Please refer to Dr. Lucas’ complete autopsy 
report for detailed information. 

Based on the aforementioned facts and no evidence of criminal wrongdoing from public safety or emergency services 
personnel this investigation is now closed.

INVESTIGATION 


During the investigation, it was discovered that Manuel Thomas Martinez had been recently released from a 
California State Prison. He was discharged from the Richard J. Donovan Correctional Facility on 11-20-12. We were 
also made aware he had several major untreated preexisting medical issues. 


On 03-24-2005 , Martinez was admitted into Paradise Valley Hosp ital (PVH) and was!

I arrived to NCPD at about 1300 hours and waited for the other detectives. I was told by Detective Walters, Sergeant 
Meeks, Corporal KJos and Officer Stinnett where some of the officers involved with the apprehension of Manuel 
Thomas Martinez. Sergeant Meeks was one of the on-duty patrol supervisors at the time of incident. All three patrol 
officers were in the NCPD Investigations bay waiting to brief detectives. Martinez was in the Intensive Care Unit at 
UCSD. Officer Barawed was with him at the hospital. 

At about 1320 hours, NCPD detectives were briefed by Patrol Sergeant Meeks and all the police patrol personnel who 
had witnessed the incident. During our briefing, we were told that the Initial call had gone out as a “robbery in 
progress at a deli located next to the E. 24th Street trolley station.” 

During their initial response, the exact address to the business had not been provided. Multiple officers responded to 
that area. As the officers were responding, NCPD dispatch provided an update that the suspect was possibly inside 
the business armed with a knife and someone had been possibly shot. The suspect was described a White/Hispanic 
male with tattoos. This was the preliminary information we, detectives, were given, 

After receiving the patrol briefing, I assigned detectives different tasks: 

• Detectives Nagle, Villariasa and Investigator DiZinno were to locate Martinez’ place of residence, secure a 
search warrant if required and interview anyone they located there. 

• Detective Wilkins and Crime Scene Specialist Kirkendall were to document and process the two crime scenes. 

• Lieutenant Tellez and Sergeant Leach assisted Detective Wilkins with crime scene containment. 

• Sergeant Cordero Interviewed (2) eye-witnesses, 

• Officer Dougherty interviewed NCPD firefighter/paramedic Michael Sosamon. 

• Detective Villariasa interviewed AMR Paramedic John Pireto and NCPD Fire Captain Mark Gundert. 

• Investigator DiZinno interviewed AMR Paramedic Ahamed Hluz and NCPD Fire Captain Benjamin Garcia,

On 12/01/12, at about 1016 hours, h e was working as a clerk at the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart located at 530 W. 
21st Street in National City. ■■ was at the refrigerator on the southwest of the business when the suspect, later 
identified as Manuel Tomas Martinez, entered the business and went to the front counter, ■■went behind the 
counter and asked Martinez, “May I help you?” 

Martinez walked behind the front counter and appr oached told Martine^ie was not supposed to be 

behind the counter, Martin ez bega n to puncl^HBin the face several times causing to stumble backjmd turn 
around. Martinez punched on the back and pushed him through the doorway to the back room. ■■ fell 
against a freezer hitting his right cheek on a shelf, both elbows and both shins on the freezer. 

■■picked up a hotplate from the back storage room an d held it up to block on-going punch es from Martinez. 
Martin ez returned to the register counter, picked up■■Blaptop computer and threw it The laptop struck 

■Ion his back. 

Martinez went to the customer area and tipped over some shelves spilling merchandise all over the floor, (■■aw 
the opportunity to run out of the business, so he did. Once outside, he asked other people to call the police and 
eventually met with a police officer. 


INVESTIGATION CONTINUED 

After the interview we gave ■■a ride back to the Deli. His father was there and remained with him until the 1st 
crime scene was processed. Detective Walters and I walked the crime scene together. The small deli appeared to have 
been ransacked. Several display items were scattered around the floor. Officer Sakamoto was providing outside 
security at this scene. Detective Wilkins was doing the documentation. Detective Walters and I left that scene and 
drove to the 2nd crime scene located at the W 18th Street on-ramp to Harbor Drive. 
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When we arrived, the scene was being protected by yellow crime scene tape and a marked police car. Crime Scene 
Specialist (CSS) Kirkendall was processing that scene. Detective Walters, CSS Kirkendall and I walked that scene 
together. While at the scene, I decided to collect the impact weapon and Tasers that were used during this incident by 
the officers as evidence. Detective Walters and I left the second scene and drove to NCPD to collect the 
aforementioned non-lethal weapons. 

At NCPD, I collected Sergeant Meeks’ and Officer Stinnett’s Tasers and Corporal Klos’ baton as evidence. I stored 
them inside the evidence room in the Investigations Division. I replaced all of the equipment for the three officers. 


On 12-01-12, at about 1745 hours, Detective Walters and I went to UCSD Medical Center tochec^n Martinez 
con dition. O n our arri val, we were directed to the Intensive Care Unit I met and spoke with Dr.fllHHl physician 

participating in the Surgery Residency Program at UCSD.

I assigned Officer Barawed to collect a blood specimen from Martinez 
for testing. Martinez had been preliminary tested from drugs when he was admitted into UCSD. He had tested 
positive for amphetamines. I informed the hospital nursing staff and physicians that Martinez was not under arrest. I 
requested they notify us if there was any change in his condition. 


On 12-03-12, at 0849 hours, I called UCSD Medical Center for an update on Martinez’ condition. Martinez wasl 


On 12-03-12, at about 1310 hours, Officer Walters and I took Investigator DiZinno to the 1st crime scene to collect a 
copy of the surveillance videos from the deli and the neighboring business from the date of the incident. Please refer 
to Investigator Assistant Dizinno’s supplemental report for more information. 

On 12-03-12, at about 1414 hours, I called UCSD Medical Center to get and update on Martinez. 


On 12-04-12,1 spoke with the fe male wi tness,over the telephone.(HBwas the only customer inside 
the deli the day Martinez attacked^B 1 She ^ moved to Mississippi. Her statement was the same she had given to 


Sergeant Graham Young. Please refer to Sergeant Young’s supplemental report for details. I documented 


new telephone number and home address. 


On 12-05-12 at 0317 hours, Martinez was pronounced dead at UCSD Medical Center due to organ failure. The San 
Diego County Medical Examiner’s Office took custody of Martinez’ body. 1 assigned Detective Walters and CSS 
Kirkendall to the autopsy. 


On 12-05-12, at a bout 1400 hours, Detecti ve Walters and I met with Martinez’ brother, flBHiiHHHHBand 
Martinez’ mother,NCPD. We met with them and documented there statements. The entire 
communication was audio recorded. Their statements were later transcribed and attached to this report. 
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In his statement,told us his brother had preexisting medical conditions that had been untreated. He 
also identified Martinez as a known sm oker and drinker . Martine z was also a known poly drug user. He had known 
MB® ^dfHB problems; and aBBBBB® history ofBHBBt The following is a transcription of our

INVESTIGATION CONTINUED 

On 12-06-12, Doctor J. Lucas from the San Diego Office of the Medical Examiner performed an autopsy on 
Martinez. Preliminary findings concluded no signs of major blunt force trauma. His preliminary conclusions were 
that Martinez died from an overdose of drugs; however, the type of drug overdose had not been determined and was 
pending the results from the toxicology report. Please refer to Detective Walters’ supplemental report for additional 
details of the autopsy. 

On 12-0 6-12, Detective Villariasa conducted a data download on Sergeant Meeks had serial 

BBBi and Officer Stinnett had serial #BBH^B All to the deployments were consistent with the Officers 
statements. Please refer to Detective Villariasa’s supplemental report for all the details reference the devices and data 
results. 

On 12-10-12, at about 1315 hours, Detective Walters and I met with Officer Stinnett at NCPD Investigations briefing 
room. We sat down with Officer Stinnett to go over his initial statement. Our communication was video recorded 
using my department issued FLIP video recorder. The entire communication was recorded and is available for full 
review. Officer Stinnett was able to walk us through the entire event, he was involved with, and able to clarify 
positioning and locations. We did not find any inconsistences with his statement. I later had his statement transcribed 
by NCPD Office Assistant Beatrice Gonzalez. 
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The following is a transcription of Officer Ryan Stinnett. This interview is being conducted at the National 
City Police Department. Present in the interview are Detective Antonio Ybarra, Detective Wade Walters and Officer 
Ryan Stinnett. 


Detective Ybarra will be referred to as “AY” and Detective Walters will be referred to as “WW and Officer 
Stinnett will be referred to as “RS”. 


AY: All right, we’re at the ah, National City Police Department. Today is Monday, 

December the 10th. Its fifteen minutes after one in the afternoon. We’re in the conference room at the Investigations 
Division and we’re here just to ah, go over some ah details and some questions that we have from an incident that 
occurred on December 1st of this year at 530 West 21st Street, actually that’s where it originated umm on reference 
NCPD Case number 1-2-0-7-2-4-8. Present in the room with me is ah Detective Wade Walters. I am Detective 
Antonio Ybarra and ah we’re gonna be questioning witness Officer ah Ryan Stinnett. What is your ah, I-D number? 

RS: 4-5-2. 

AY: 4-5-2. All right Ryan umm you’ve had a chance to review your report, right? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Umm and we simply wanted to know, actually if you can just walk us through the chain of events that led all 
the way up to well refer to ah the person in question is Mr. Martinez. Mr. Martinez being ah strapped on the gurney. 
So how did the call start? Just, just walk us through it. 

RS: Real Readers Digest version, ah radio call came out of ah possible®® in progress at the Deli, that, that 24th 

Street Trolley Station. 

AY: Sure. 

RS: There was ah report the guy had either shot somebody or there was a knife involved so start going on route to 

the call. Ah Sergeant Young advised over the air that he was already on scene. Said he was able to see the suspect or I 
guess, I’m sorry, just before that we were advised that everyone had left to that suspect was alone, Martinez was 
alone inside the business. 

AY: Mmmhmm. 

RS: Sergeant Young got there. He said he saw the guy, had him at gunpoint, didn’t see, he didn’t mention if he 

saw any weapons or anything from Martinez. We started rolling up just in case the guy tried to get out I guess ah 
Sergeant Young said he was like barricaded inside the, inside the deli. So we roll up. I pull up into the, the east alley 
over there off of Wilson. The two thousand block of Wilson I believe or right on that part, just, just north of ah the 
deli. So, when I’m in there, I started to get out of the car and I hear that he had ran out up the back of the business, the 
back of the deli. I was, I heard over the radio someone saying that the guy had started running north, hopped into the 
trolley tracks and was going north so I get back in my car, start driving out and I get in behind ah Corporal Klos. I 
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didn’t know who it was at first but I get behind Corporal Klos unintell we make that westbound turn on to ah West 
18th and then make that first turn onto the on-ramp to go on 1-5, the northbound 1-5. As we’re pulling up on there, 
there’s ah, ah green car and a white pick-up truck parked on the right shoulder of the on-ramp. As I’m pulling right 
there, I immediately see a guy matching Martinez’s description, had a white t-shirt running down the embankment 
from the top of the, where the trolley tracks were. 

AY: Sure. 

RS: Ran down the embankment to the little wooded area, dives into the bed of the truck. Corporal Klos was in 

front so he parked his car fairly close to the bed of that, the, the truck, I had pulled in right behind it. We both get out 
of the car. I had my gun out on him cause he’s supposedly with a gun or a knife so we go to approach the back of the 
truck, Corporal Klos had a weapon out. We go up to the truck, the guys in the, Martinez is in the bed of the truck. We 
give him the command, told him to stay still, put his hands up and his hands, he was kind of you know, even if I was 
lying flat down, his hands kept, kept them up above him like this, he was laying there, somewhat still. I decided since 
Corporal Klos had his weapon out that I pick the holster up and go on and handcuff him. 1,1 climbed over the, the 
tailgate, put my knee on ah Martinez’ back so he wouldn’t move, grabbed his right arm, put his right arm in the 
handcuffs and I tried to get his left arm and he refused to give it to me basically. He started pulling against it and 
resisting and he starts reaching down towards his waistband. Corporal Klos is giving him the instructions to “hey put 
your hands behind your back, get your other hand” refused. Corporal Klos struck him, like a jabbing motion with his 
baton since I was in the bed of the truck and Corporal Klos was still outside of the truck. So he’s jabbing the guy’s 
shoulder. Martinez still wouldn’t put the hand behind his back, he was just kind of pulling it up against his body. He’s 
still not compliant there so I decided to, to punch him, just to try and get same thing, just to get him to stop and 
resisting and put his hand behind his back or give him the commands. 1 hit him in the head cause I’m on his back so I 
don’t really have a body to target. I’m holding his cuffs with his right hand in my left hand while I switched over so I 
didn’t have a whole lot of target so 1 hit him, not positive exactly. It was, it was the back of the head that hurt. I don’t 
know if his head was laying to the left or the right when I hit him but I hit him once, he didn’t respond at all. He 
didn’t react to it. I told him again put your hands behind your back, he wouldn’t give us his other hand. Hit him again 
still nothing. He, he didn’t comply. He just continued resisting. Sergeant Meeks arrived right around that, I don’t 
know if he was there while I was wrestling with him but he have him a dry stun in his back and we were able to get 
left hand back behind his back and we cuffed him up. He, I did a really quick pat down inside the, the bed of the truck 
and rolled him side to side to see if we could find any guns or knives on him. 

AY: Sure. 

RS: I didn’t notice anything on the cursory pad and... 

AY: And then what happened? 

RS: Then I get out of the truck cause it’s an awkward spot to be in there. Climbed out of the back of the truck, 

lower the tailgate. Corporal Klos was and, and just telling him “hey cairn down, we’re going to pull you out of the 
truck now.” I, I we pulled him, we slid him, his feet were already towards the tailgate, his feet were aiming towards 
the back of the truck so we just slid him out towards the back of the truck to stand him up. When we first had him 
out, he wasn’t supporting his own weight, he was just kind of standing, and we’re like, c’mon stand up. He stands 
himself back up. We walk over. Corporal Klos on his left arm and me on his right arm, walked him to Corporal Klos’ 
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hood of his car which was sitting right next to the truck. Corporal Klos started a pat down search more thoroughly of 
the, the left side of Martinez’s body. Once he’s doing that, after he got done with his left side, I did the right side. As 
were doing that, Coiporal Klos started taking his left shoe off. Martinez got really upset at that, he started resisting 
more, started getting really upset and angry with the foot so I was thinking maybe he had something in his shoe that 
he didn’t want us finding. So after Corporal Klos had that shoe off without finding anything, I started taking off his 
right shoe, got that off and he the same thing, just started getting really resistant to us. He was pulling away from us, 
trying to kick at us a little bit. Corporal Klos and I lowered him to the ground, he didn’t fall. We, we put him on the 
ground. Corporal Klos took the, took his head as he was going down and I was standing there above them. As he’s ah 
going down to the ground, he starts to kick at me with his legs again when Corporal Klos was holding him down so I 
kicked at his right leg just try him again, get him to stop kicking me unintell giving the command stop resisting, stop 
kicking. I kicked his leg and then I lowered oh I, I, I took the cartridge out from my Taser since it had worked before. 
Set that on the hood of Corporal Klos’ car, had my£|B 0U t> 8°* down on his, 1 guess his calves his, his lower calves 
with, with the area just below my knee on my chin just to put weight on it to try and hold him down. I, I, I did the dry 
stun off his lower back. Unintell calm down, stop resisting and, he just continued to resist on us so at that point I just 
put all my weight on my hands, holding on to his legs, Corporal Klos was at the head of his body. Sergeant Meeks 
was somewhere on the head of the body, I couldn’t see where I was focusing on his legs. We were there wrestling 
him for a while I know ah Detective Shephard arrived on scene and was helping with the, the legs, was asking if we 
had any kind that, Corporal Klos, 

mean Corporal Shephard took ah Martinez’s legs where I was, relieving me of my spot I went and grabbedfl^^A 
came back. I’ve never tied up someone’s legs so I, I gave it to ah Corporal Shephard for him to do. I took back over 
on his legs, tried tying him up there and the whole time he’s still resisting, lifting up his torso with his hands, even 
with his hands behind his back, he’s lifting up his torso causing hassle for Corporal Klos and Sergeant Meeks. Got 
him tied up, he’s able to slip his legs kind of back out of the cord, black cord I guess didn’t work so well. So he got, 
he got his legs back out of the, eventually we were just holding him down, medics arrived and I’m not sure how early 
they had been there but once, once medics were there and had their gurney out, we picked, we ah, myself and not 
positive which officers grabbed him. We picked him up, put him on the gurney, he’s still kicking, still resisting. I’m 
still holding onto his legs and I still while on the gurney put my right knee, knee on top of his legs just to help hold 
his legs down while the, the fire and medics and I’m not sure who was doing what, were trying to strap him down to 
the gurney. 


AY: Face down or face up? 


RS: Face up. So then yeah, they were dealing with the top I was just watching his legs, 

holding them down and then he’s, they, he stopped, he stopped kicking after a point and then I looked over and that’s 
when I found out that he had been sedated. 


AY: Okay, good. Okay umm, let me umm, ah, I have a couple of questions and I’m sure ah Detective Walters 
gonna have here with you in a second but let’s go back so ah, just to clear a little few things up. So when, when you 
guys go unintell When you guys arrived to the on-ramp Ryan, and you guys were walking up to the ah, 

the bed of the pickup truck, what side of the, of this pickup truck were you? Was he approached from the left or the 
approach from the right? 

RS: The approach was from the left. I was, I was on the left more or less, I was straight behind the truck. I mean I 

was a little bit to the left. You have to say left or right but I was fairly straight behind the truck on the left hand side. 
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Corporal Klos was up more in front of it coming from this position, his car, he was, he was also on the left hand side 
but more towards the middle of the, the truck as we approached. 

AY: So, so now let’s move forward to when you’re in the bed of the truck. You’re in 

the bed of the truck, where’s Corporal Klos standing at? To your left... 

RS: Ah no on, on my left cause still on the, still on that left side of the truck ah on the driver’s side of the truck 

just against, in front of the wheel well so towards the, the cab part of the bed of the truck if that makes sense. 

WW: Kind of, kind of rounded it, if you well. 

RS: Was that the... 

WW: When he came out he kind of, he’s facing it. 

RS: So, l don’t know how to say, this is the bed of the truck and the cabs right here. 

I’m on him here. He, he’s more or less right here towards, towards the cab. 

AY: Okay 

RS: At the front of the bed of the truck cause Martinez was all the way towards the front of the bed of the truck. 

WW: Okay. 

AY: Well what, what did you notice about umm Martinez at that time when you first walked in? 

RS: Inside, well even when I was, when before I got in the truck, he had a cut, he had, 

he had some redness to his, I think it was his right side, I’m not positive honestly what side, I thought it was his right 
side except he had ah, ah small cut. 

AY: Mmmhmm. 

RS: And he was kind of, a little twitchy with ha... with his hands and fingers. 

WW: And that’s prior to you guys even touching him he had... 

RS: Yes. 

WW: He had that injury? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Any other injuries you saw on him? 

RS: Not that I saw his fist unintell 
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AY: Any blood? 

RS: There was blood around that, that cut. 

AY: Umm while you guys are trying to ah handcuff or why you’re trying to handcuff and your efforts at handcuff 
Martinez, is he saying anything to you? 

RS: He was, he was talking but I honestly don’t know what he said when I was in the truck. I know he was 

resisting and pulling his hands toward us but while, while he was in the truck, l don’t know what he was saying. 

AY: So he was talking, he wasn’t yelling, he was talking? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: What about the ah, the witnesses you described that were standing by? What were they doing? 

RS: The owners of the, the, the truck and that, at first, the truck was empty. There was nobody erratic, notice 

anybody in the truck and the cab or in the bed in this case. The, the green vehicle which was just behind the truck, 
there was a woman and, and two small children. They were in the green sedan I believe when we got there and they, 
at one point, they started exiting. Her and the kids were exiting, kind of watching what we were doing, 

AY: Are they saying anything? 

RS: I didn’t notice them saying anything, no. 

AY: Ah, so you ah, so you stuck him with, it was with a fist? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: To his head a couple of times? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Ah, you bring him out and when you walk him from the, from the bed of the truck over to Corporal Klos’ 
vehicle, what kind of distance do you guess or estimate that was? 

RS: It was, it was very close. Three, four feet. 

AY: And he did and, and Martinez did this without you having to support him or lift him? 

RS: Correct. 

AY: He did this on his own? 
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RS: Mmm hmm. 

AY: He acknowledged when you guys told him hey, calm down, relax from the arrest, we’re gonna move over 
here or was he just...? 

RS: He was still resisting. He, like say when we first pulled him out, he wasn’t, he just kind of let his legs where 

we, he, he wasn’t putting weight on himself. When we told him, c’mon stand up, he, he, he listened to us to the point 
that he would stand up on his own way. We each had ah, an arm.. I was holding his right arm, the Corporal Klos had 
his left so he, he allowed himself to stand up and he did his own where we didn’t support his weight but he was still 
kind of resisting. 

AY: So you guys take him over to the ah, the patrol car... 

RS: Mmm hmm. 

AY: The front part of the patrol car as you described, right? Is he bent at the waist or how, how, how do you guys 
unintell against that right uninteli 

RS: He’s, he’s facing, he’s facing the patrol car. He’s up towards it a little bit of a bend of the waist. I mean he 

wasn’t on, on the hood of the car. He was standing upright while we pat him down but I mean I guess a little bit of a 
unintell forward from his torso to keep him off balance a little bit more, 

AY: Sure, sure. Ah and what is he saying to you at that time? Is he saying anything to you guys? 

RS: I don’t remember him saying anything at that point, no. 

AY: All right. So then, then you describe to us that Corporal Klos searched his side which was what? The right 
side? 

RS: The left, he, Martinez’s left side. 

AY: Martinez’s left and then, he starts getting a little frigidity when the shoe comes off. You do your side. When 
you remove your shoe, you don’t get to remove the sock, just the shoe, correct? 

RS: Correct. 

AY: Then what did Martinez do again? 

RS: He is just really... 

AY: Is he unintell 
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RS: Starting to pull with his upper body and a little bit trying to kick us and its close, close quarters so he doesn’t 

have a whole lot of room for big movement, and its awkward back behind him since he’s against the car. 


AY: Mmmhmm. 

RS: Can’t really get much behind it but he’s trying to kick at us unintell definitely trying to jerk away. 

AY: And then in an effort to gain a little bit more control over Martinez, what did you guys do exactly after that? 

RS: And I don’t know who actually instigated it at that point, I’m not sure I believe, I don’t know. I know we 

ended up, we’re both holding him on to the, cause we were still hold him during the search. We never let go of him 
because of his kind of resistant attitude. 

AY: Handcuffed right? 

RS: Yeah so we were just still both holding on to him and just lowered him down to the ground, we took him 

down to the ground, face down onto the ground. He was sad, I don’t remember if it was myself or Corporal Klos, I 
don’t remember being said hey let’s do this. It was just kind of... 

AY: When we react... 

RS: Done, yeah. 

AY: Just unintell which makes a lot of sense, we’re good. Umm did you guys literally guide him to the ground or 
did he, did he go unintell face first or did his own weight bring him down? 

RS: No he was guided. We were holding him the whole time so he wasn’t slammed, wasn’t dropped and ah... 

AY: So he, he’s put face down on the ground? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Then what is he doing? 

RS: Immediately once he’s down on the ground, let’s see I was, Corporal Klos is more up towards his, his head 

and his upper body. I was down by his feet. He started kicking at me. 

AY: At you? Ah, and again is he saying anything to you guys at this, at this point? 

RS: I remember him saying you know, you don’t know who I am. He started saying 

I’m, I’m, I’m Ghost which is his, his moniker. You, you know don’t know who I am. Fuck you guys but and that was, 
I noticed all, the, the majority of his conversation and I didn’t pay much attention to what he was saying but the only 
thing that I remember was those three things once he was down. 
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AY: But next to the patrol car? 


RS: Yeah on the ground, that’s when he’s saying that. 

AY: Did he mention anything about having being harmed or having a weapon? Do you remember anything like 
that? 

RS: I don’t specifically remember him saying that. I know he kept reaching when we were trying to handcuff him, 

he was reaching for his waistband but... 

AY: Was he always face down or did he yell, did he ever try standing up? Did he know unintell 

RS: He was never able to stand up or get on his knees. He was kind of trying to roll a little bit, side to side but he 
was always face down as much as he could, I mean he would turn his hips a little bit as he’s trying to roll but with our 
weight on him he was having trouble. He never got all the way on one side. He was never totally on his side. Just 
kind of, if that makes any sense. He just kind of rolling back and forth as much as he can. 

AY: Do you remember what he was doing with his hands while he’s doing all this? 

Was there anything unintell anything specific you remember him doing with his hands as he’s handcuffed and he’s... 
RS: He’d been reaching for his waistband before and he would still reaching, you 

know, as best he can hying to get towards his waistband but at that point on the ground I, I was, I was on bis legs and 
I was having trouble seeing anything beyond that. 

AY: So you had the lower extremities, Corporal Klos has the upper and then you said 
Sergeant Meeks... 

RS: Sergeant Meeks was up, he was I, I believe... 

AY: Unintell 

RS: No, I don’t, I don’t know. I, I, I believe he was with Corporal Klos, I believe he 

was controlling the upper torso as well but I was, I was right at his ankles and his calves and I was just on that cause 
he was kicking so much that I had both hands and all my weight focused on that so I wouldn’t take a foot to the face. 

AY: Okay when we reviewed the ah, the CAD call, it, it showed that firefighters arrived before paramedics. And as 
best as you could remember, do you remember the firefighters already being unintell at the scene at this time? At that 
point? 

RS: While we’re on the ground with him there, yes. 

AY: They were already there? You don’t, you don’t remember arriving? 


RS: No. 
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AY: Okay ah, and then what happens from there again Ryan so unintell 

RS: So once he’s down, we kind of have him controlled again and the medics got there. I said he had been, he had 

been spitting and I, I heard Sergeant Meeks say something about him vomiting. 

AY: Okay. 

RS: Possibly so we got a spit mask put on him and he was I guess trying to, I heard 

him also saying something about watch out so you don’t get bit and I don’t, I think that was, I think Corporal Klos 
said that to Sergeant Meeks but I, might have that backwards but I think Corporal Klos said that to Sergeant Meeks 
like tell him to watch out for his mouth cause he was trying to bite. 

AY: Okay. 

RS: So we got ah, the, none of us had a spit mask with us and unintell the, the medics brought over a little spit 

mask unintell so they put that on him. Once we got that on him and they had the gurney brought out, we picked him 
up and again I just, I was still like unintell picked him up, carried him over to the gurney, held him on the gurney. I 
don’t know how many of us it was cause I was just still focusing on his tegs so three of us for sure, maybe more 
carried him but I don’t know. 

AY: Good man, you’re doing a great job here. And my last question umm, there towards the end when, when you, 
when you’re describing to us who was there trying to control Martinez as he’s on the ground, you put ah Sergeant 
Meeks there, Corporal Klos and ah Corporal Shephard and yourself. Was there anybody else who helped you guys 
there? 

RS: There were people there but I have no idea if anyone else had hands on him when 

I was helping to hold him down or not. I couldn’t see from my angle. I was just focused on him. 

AY: Thank you unintell 

WW: Is it fair to say you were wearing that uni... uniform similar to that? 

RS: Yes. 

WW: So no question that you guys are the police and anything like that? 

RS: No. 

WW: Same goes for Klos and, and Meeks? 

RS: Yes. 
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WW: Okay umm you've been a police officer for about five years. Have you ever seen me, have you ever gone to a 
call where someone has reacted like this before? 


RS: Yes 

WW: Similar just, under the influence just going crazy like this?

and we were on the ground with him. I, I know they, like I said, at some point I seen the ah, the, the female and her, 
and, and two small children, I believe they were her kids out, outside of the front of her car, in between her car and 
the truck kind of, you know not a great spot for have a couple of little kids too so I, I know they were, Sergeant 
Meeks went over and was speaking to her. 

AY: Mmm hmm. 
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RS: I don’t know if he told her to leave, if he asked her to leave or anything that happened. I know he was, he had 

spoken with her. I heard him saying something about getting her name briefly. They left. I don’t remember if, 1 don’t 
remember if they left after he was on the gurney. I think they left before but I’m not positive. 

AY: So it’s fair to say that after the conversation they had with Sergeant Meeks, a short time later they left? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Okay. Fine that’s all for that. Now, were gonna focus our attention to the ah, the whitedirectly behind 
you? We ah, went ahead and drew up this diagram, very rough diagram of West 18th with the onramp to ah Civic 
Center and Harbor Drive. Umm and the trolley tracks would be running down here at, towards the bottom? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Going from your left to the right and ah, can you please ah first start with ah, let’s go with the red pen ah 
where ah thefl^^Band that other sedan were parked.

AY: Not too sure? 

RS: A little approximate? No, not, not as sure, I mean positive about really positive 

right so really comfortable where we were but I’m not, I know they were back behind us, I think they were on the 
right side but I don’t know all that and as much, I feel like they were back here. 

AY: What about the ambulance using that same marker. If you unintell 

RS: I think that that unintell ambulance either here or a little bit further back from rolling back to it in here.

Continue life saving measures 
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• Measure EKG 

• If no pulse check leads to EKG 

• Continue to resituate 

In his professional opinion. Director told me that the paramedics on scene did not do anything wrong or in 
violation of the San Diego County protocol. 

On 12-20-12, Lieutenant Rounds handed me a copy of all of the radio traffic on NCPD channel-1 the day of the 
incident. The recording was recovered from the SDSO Sheriffs Communications Center. 

On January 22, 2013,1 obtained a copy of the toxicology report from Bio-Tox Laboratories. The report read that 
Martinez’ blood had tested POSITIVE for the following:

Please refer to Dr. Lucas’ complete autopsy 
report for detailed information. 

The twowere eventually return to our weapons 
safe to be designated as ready to issue. 

On 09/04/2013,1 met with Martinez’ at NCPD. I released Martinez’ wallet and some of

SYNOPSIS : 


Manuel Martinez (Suspect) entered the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. 
Martinez went behind the front counter and punched the Victim at least two times on the right side of his face forcing 
the Victim to the back room resulting in complaint of pain to his left cheek. Martinez pushed the Victim against a 
freezer resulting in scrapes on the Victim’s shins and complaint of pain to his elbows. Martinez then threw a laptop 
computer striking the Victim on the back of his head. 

Martinez ran to the customer area and tipped over several shelves. As-the Victim ran outside for help, Martinez took 
a pack Camel cigarettes and a lighter from the display rack, opened the pack and lit a cigarette. Martinez also took a 
beverage from the display winch he drank as police arrived on scetfe. 

Martinez fled through the rear of the store and ran northbound along the train tracks to W. 18 th Street where he was 
taken into custody. Martinez was taken to UCSD Medical Center for medical treatment. 

As a result of Martinez* violent behavior during his apprehension, Officer Stinnett and Coiporal Klos sustained some 
injuries, 

ORIGIN : 

On 12/01/12, at about 1016 hours, 1 responded to a call of an Armed Robbery in progress at the Trolley Side Deli & 
Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. NCPD Dispatch advised over police radio that the Suspect 
was reportedly armed with a knife or gun and was still inside the business and unknown injuries to the Victim. The 
Suspect was described as a White or Hispanic male in his 30’s, with tattoos, wearing a white t-shirt and blue pants. 
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Supplemental Report: 

On 12/1/2012,1 was on duty as a National City Police corporal. I was in full uniform and driving a 
marked police car. At about 1018 hours, I responded to assist with a robbery call at the deli in the 
24 th Street Trolley Station’s parking lot. Per the CAD incident, a white male with tattoos, wearing a 
white shirt and blue pants, was barricaded inside the business and a rmed wi th a knife. There was 
also a broadcast about someone being shot or stabbed. I responded from the Plaza Bonita 

mall. 

Upon my arrival at W. 22 nd Street & Wilson Avenue a few minutes later, I heard units broadcast that 
the suspect was running northbound along the tracks. I drove north on Wilson Avenue, but my view 
of the tracks was blocked by large buildings on the west side of the street. I broadcast that I was 
going to go onto the freeway in an attempt to observe the suspect. A moment later, while in the 
1800 block of Wilson Avenue, I saw the suspect running northbound along the tracks. The suspect 
continued running northbound, now on the train bridge that crosses over W. 18 th Street. 

I drove west on W. 18 th Street, then north on the ramp leading to the Civic Center off-ramp from 
northbound 1-5. I paused momentarily at the bottom of the ramp because I could no longer see the 
suspect. Stopped ahead of me, on the right shoulder of the ramp, were two vehicles with people 
in/around them. The vehicles were parked one in front of the other; a pickup was in front (north of) 
the other vehicle. 

The suspect, later identified as Manuel Martinez, ran from the train tracks down to where the 
vehicles were. I thought that Martinez was going to carjack one of the vehicles because of the way 
he ran directly toward them. Instead, Martinez jumped head-first into the bed of the pickup. I 
stopped my police car in the middle of the ramp and ran up to the left side of the pickup. I drew my 
£^Band pointed it at Martinez, who was lying on his back. I ordered Martinez not to move and to 
show me his hands. 

At about this time, Officer Stinnet arrived and climbed into the truck bed to arrest Martinez. We 
ordered Martinez to lie face down and he complied. As Officer Stinnet began handcuffing Martinez’ 
right hand, Martinez secreted his left hand under his body near his waistband. I ordered Martinez to 
show his hand but he did not comply. I grabbed Martinez’ wrist but he resisted by holding it under 
him. I feared that Martinez was going to retrieve a weapon from his waist band to assault me and/or 
Officer Stinnet. Martinez several times in his left side in order S e t 

him to comply and present his hand. dlBHHHi were unsuccessful and Martinez did not 
comply. I drew my flNHHB and Martinez several times in the upper left aim, in order to 
distract him and to get him to comply and present his hand. ^HHHIB were a ^ so unsuccessful, as 
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Martinez still did not comply, and kept his hand under him at his waist. I administered several jabs 
fromfli^^Bho the area of Martinez’ left back. Sergeant Meeks, who had arriv ed on scene, used 
his BB in mode to get Martinez to comply. The ^B^BB ft and 

were ultimately successful and Martinez eventually produced his hand and was handcuffed. 


When we lifted Martinez up off the bed of the truck, I saw that his face was bloody. I radioed for 
fire and medics to respond to evaluate Martinez. Officer Stinnet and I walked Martinez from the 
truck to the right side of my police car. We placed Martinez’ upper body over the hood of my police 
car with Martinez’ feet on the ground. I began patting down Martinez’ left side and I removed his 
left shoe. Officer Stinnet was on Martinez’ right side. Officer Stinnet and I then switched sides. At 
about this time during the pat down, Martinez reached into his waistband and rigidly tensed his arms 
and body. I attempted to control Martinez against the side of the car but he was turning and 
tightening his arms and body while reaching into his waistband. Because Martinez had not been 
fully searched, I once again feared that his movements into his waistband were to retrieve a weapon 
to assault us. 


We took Martinez to the ground to the right of my police car. 

mBHBBBIBBBB Martinez was lifting himself up off the 
ground even with my application of weight. I told Martinez to stop resisting and applied a 
mandibular angle pressure point, which was unsuccessful and discontinued. Martinez continued 
reaching into his waistband, twisting, and had now begun repeatedly saying, “I have a weapon!” and 
saying something similar to, “Do you know who I am?” I repeatedly told Martinez to stop resisting. 

Because Martinez was now violently resisting and making statements that he had a weapon, and 
apparently trying to retrieve something from his waistband, I again feared that Martinez did have a 
weapon. I inserted myfBI^^IBiin between Martinez’ arms and used it as leverage in an attempt 
to get Martinez to move his hand out of his waistband. Sergeant Meeks also used his Taser inBB 
B§mode on Martinez’ wrist area in an attempt to get him to stop reaching into his waistband. This 
was effective and I kept my baton in this position of leverage until Martinez sto pped violently 
resisting. During this time, officers attempted to secure Martinez’ legs with a^^BI^^B 
Sergeant Meeks asked for Martinez to be placed in hinged handcuffs. Since I carry a pair of these on 
my belt, I placed them on Martinez in addition to the chain handcuffs already on him. 

Fire and medics brought up a gurney and we carried Martinez on to it. I assisted with placing the 
gurney’s buckles o ver Martinez’ chest and waist. I heard fire or medic pereonne^ayin^Aat 
Martinez had been ^Bi^BB BBW 1 Moments later I saw that Martinez’ flBIHHli^Hi 
BHHHB I saw medical personnel tilt Martinez’ head back saying they were 
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opening his airway, while another medic was checking Martinez’ carotid pulse, saying that there was 
a pulse present. Medics cut off most of Martinez* clothes, which I later impounded. 

Martinez was placed in the ambulan ce. A few mome nts later, I heard from Sergeant Meeks or 
Officer Stinnet that fire/medics were on Martinez in the back of the ambulance. 

Sergeant Meeks directed me to take photo graphs of Martinez. I went to th e ambulance, opened the 
rear doors, and saw fire and/or medic staffMartinez. I took one 
photograph before the ambulance started moving. Medics in the ambulance told the driver to stop 
because I had opened the doors. I was told that they needed to depart so I got down from the 
ambulance and it drove away to the hospital. 

Later in the day, I, along with Sergeant Meeks, Officer Stinnet and Officer Estabrook and his K9 
partner, checked (with negative results) the area north of the train tracks from the 24 th Street trolley 
station looking for a weapon that may have been dropped by Martinez. 

After checking the tracks, I retrieved IHHHI from the inside of my police car and gave it to 
Sergeant Leach. 

As a result of the incident, I suffered soreness to my right hand, a small cut on my right index finger, 
and an abrasion to my left knee.

SYNOPSIS ; 

Manuel Martinez (Suspect) entered the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. 
Martinez went behind the front counter and punched the Victim at least two times on the right side of his face forcing 
the Victim to the back room resulting in complaint of pain to his left cheek. Martinez pushed the Victim against a 
freezer resulting in scrapes on the Victim’s shins and complaint of pain to his elbows. Martinez then threw a laptop 
computer striking the Victim on the back of his head. 

Martinez ran to the customer area and tipped over several shelves. As the Victim ran outside for help, Martinez took 
a pack Camel cigarettes and a lighter from the display rack, opened the pack and lit a cigarette. Martinez also took a 
beverage from the display which he drank as police arrived on scene. 

Martinez fled through the rear of the store and ran northbound along the train tracks to W. 18 th Street where he was 
taken into custody. Martinez was taken to UCSD Medical Center for medical treatment. 

As a result of Martinez’ violent behavior during his apprehension, Officer Stinnett and Corporal Klos sustained some 
injuries. 

ORIGIN : 

On 12/01/12, at about 1016 hours, I responded to a call of an Armed Robbery in progress at the Trolley Side Deli & 
Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. NCPD Dispatch advised over police radio that the Suspect 
was reportedly armed with a knife or gun and was still inside the business and unknown injuries to the Victim. The 
Suspect was described as a White or Hispanic male in his 30’s, with tattoos, wearing a white t-shirt and blue pants. 

INVESTIGATION ;

I looked north 
along the train tracks and saw Martinez running northbound about 50 yards in front of me. Detective Dizinno and I 
trailed Martinez and put out his direction of travel.

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Detective’s Supplemental Report 


Callout ; 

On December 1 st , 2012 at approximately 1407 hours, I received a telephone call from Detective Ybarra who 
requested my assistance regarding a suspect who committed a robbery and sustained injuries as he tried to flee from 
the police and fought with the a rresting officers. The suspect i dentified as Manuel Martinez, was transported to 
UCSD Medical Center and hadDetective Ybarra requested I contact Detective Nagle 
and meet with him at an address in the 1700 block of Grove Street, National City to search Martinez’ residence. 

Investigation ; 


I telephoned Detective Nagle who requested I meet him National City. On December 1 st , 2012 

at approximately 1502 hours, 1 arrived on scene and met with Detective Nagle, Officer Doughe rty, and Investiga tor 
Di Zinno. 1 stood in t he li ving room area w ith a femal e and male who were identified to me 
(Mother (brother of^^HB while Detective Nagle, Officer Dougherty, and 

Investigator Di Zinno conducted a 4 th waiver search of the Martinez’ residence. Refer to their supplemental reports 
for any further information. 


Afterwards, Detective Ybarra assigned me to speak with one o f the paramedics that treated Martinez. On December 
l sl , 2012 at approximately 1613 hours, 1 met with American Medical Response (herein known as AMR) Paramedics 
Prietto and Hluz at NCPD. I escorted Prietto into interview room #1 and Investigator Di Zinno escorted Hluz into 
interview room #2, which are both within the investigations division. The interview rooms have a motion sensor and 
automatically records (video/audio) any interviews in the rooms. I later transferred the interview recording of Prietto 
onto a DVD and impounded it for evidentiary purposes at NCPD Property Room. The following is a bulleted 
summary of Prietto’s statement. Refer to the DVD for Prietto’s statement in its entirety. 


Statement of John Joseph Prietto : 


* Prietto is works for American Medical Response as a paramedic, Prietto has been a paramedic for 
approximately 5-years, 

* On December I st , 2012, Prietto and his paramedic partner, Ahmed Hluz were on duty as paramedics. 
Prietto recalls receiving a pager call to respond to W. 18 th Street cross of Wilson Avenue. Prietto does 
not recall what the call for service as for. 

* Prietto was the driver, arrives on scene and parks behind a police car. Prietto recalls seeing a 
firefighter who request a backboard and restraints. 

* Prietto saw the patient (herein known as Martinez) face down being held down by several police 

officers."'Prietto saw Martinez strugglin g with the police officers; therefore, Prietto went back to the 
ambulance to the safety of the police officers, firefighters and 
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paramedics. Prietto told me that it is a county protocol a 

patient who is uncooperative with police/fire/paramedic personnel. 


• Before walking back to the ambulance, Prietto heard someone talking about placing a “spit sock” on 
Martinez. When Prietto got back to Martinez he saw Martinez wearing a “spit sock.” 



• Prietto walked back to Martinez’ location and saw police/firefighters placing restraints on Martinez. 
Prietto heard Hluz ask, “Is he still breathing?” Prietto does not know who; however, someone 
responded “Yes,” and then someone asked to monitor his breathing. Shortly thereafter, Hluz asked to 
get an air bag ready. Prietto ran back to get an air bag and as he started to run back, he noticed 
Martinez was being carried to the ambulance. 


Martinez was placed into the ambulance and an EKG monitor was placed on him.

Once at UCSD Medical Center, transfer of care was given to hospital staff. 


On December 1 st , 2012 at approximately 1705 hours, Detective Ybarra requested Lspeak with one of the National 
City Firefighters that responded out to the scene, where Martinez was taken into custody. There were several 
National City firefighters in the waiting area of the investigations division. I met and escorted Fire Captain Mark 
Gundert into interview room #1. I later transferred the interview room recording onto a DVD and then impounded it 
for evidentiary purposes at NCPD Property Room. The following is a bulleted summary of Gundert’s statement. 
Refer to the DVD for Fire Captain Gundert’s statement in its entirety. 


Statement of Mark Gundert (witness! i 

• Gundert is a firefighter and holds a rank of Captain with the National City Fire Department. Captain 
Gundert has been a firefighter for 35-years. 

• On December 1 st , 2012, Captain Gundert was in uniform and on duty. Captain Gundert and his 
firefighter crew received a radio call to respond to W. 18 th Street and Wilson Avenue at approximately 
1030 hours. Captain Gundert recalls the call for service was evaluate a patient for law enforcement 
personnel. 

• Captain Gundert estimates it took approximately 3-minutes to respond to the scene. On arrival, 
Captain Gundert saw three police officers trying to holding down a subject (herein known as Martinez) 
who was on the ground, handcuffed and struggling with the officers. 

• Captain Gundert saw blood on Martinez’ face and saw Martinez rubbing his face on the asphalt. 
Captain Gundert saw several detectives arrive on scene and a “spit mask” was placed on Martinez. 
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• Paramedics arrived on scene and brought a gurney to them. Captain Gundert observed as police and 
fire personnel place Martinez onto the gurney face up. During this incident, Captain Gundert saw 
Martinez continue to struggle with police/fire personnel.

Captain Gundert told me that giving Verced is a county protocol for combative patients. Additionally, 
Captain Gundert said, the actions taken by police/fire/paramedics appeared to be the norm for 
Bjjjj^Bpatients.

SYNOPSIS : 


Manuel Martinez (Suspect) entered the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. 
Martinez went behind the front counter and punched the Victim at least two times on the right side of his face forcing 
the Victim to the back room resulting in complaint of pain to his left cheek. Martinez pushed the Victim against a 
freezer resulting in scrapes on the Victim’s shins and complaint of pain to his elbows. Martinez then threw a laptop 
computer striking the Victim on the back of his head. 

Martinez ran to the customer area and tipped over several shelves. As the Victim ran outside for help, Martinez took 
a pack Camel cigarettes and a lighter from the display rack, opened the pack and lit a cigarette. Martinez also took a 
beverage from the display which he drank as police arrived on scene. 

Martinez fled through the rear of the store and ran northbound along the train tracks to W. 18 th Street where he was 
taken into custody. Martinez was taken to UCSD Medical Center for medical treatment. 

As a result of Martinez’ violent behavior during his apprehension, Officer Stinnett and Corporal Klos sustained some 
injuries. 

ORIGIN : 

On 12/01/12, at about 1016 hours, I responded to a call of an Armed Robbery in progress at the Trolley Side Deli & 
Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. NCPD Dispatch advised over police radio that the Suspect 
was reportedly armed with a knife or gun and was still inside the business and unknown injuries to the Victim. The 
Suspect was described as a White or Hispanic male in his 30’s, with tattoos, wearing a white t-shirt and blue pants. 

INVESTIGATION : 

Sergeant Young advised over his police radio he had the Suspect, later identified by his California Identification Card 
as Manuel Martinez who was barricaded inside the rear of the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart at gunpoint. 

Upon arrival, I saw Sergeant Young with weapon drawn in front of business and went to his location. Sergeant 
Young advised there may be an exit to the northwest of the building. See Sergeant Young’s Supplemental Report for 
further details. 

I went along the trolley train tracks on the Westside of the building to search for a possible exit. Detective Dizinno 
acted as my cover officer. See Detective Dizzino’s Supplemental Report for further details. As I approached the 
loading dock on the north side of the building, Sergeant Meeks, who was on the east side of the loading dock, advised 
he saw Martinez exit the building and was inside the loading dock. See Sergeant Meeks’ Supplemental Report for 
further details. As I scanned the area, Detective Dizinno advised Martinez was north of my position. I looked north 
along the train tracks and saw Martinez running northbound about 50 yards in front of me. Detective Dizinno and I 
trailed Martinez and put out his direction of travel.

ORIGIN 

On 12/01/12, at approximately 1016 hours, NCPD Dispatch broadcasted that a 211 PC (Robbery) was occurring now 
at 530 W 21 s * Street, national City (the deli at the W 24th Street trolley stop). I responded fiom a few blocks away to 
assist. 

NARRATIVE 

On the above date and time, I was working Office of Traffic Safety (OTS) Traffic Enforcement overtime. I was in 
the area at West 18 th Street, when NCPD Dispatched broadcasted that a 211 PC was occurring now at the deU located 
next to the 24 th Street trolley station. Additionally it was broadcasted that the suspect had a gun or a knife. I was the 
first officer on scene; I arrived at approximately 1018 hours. 

Upon arrival, I observed several people standing outside of the deli and pointing into the shop. From the crowd of 
people, I heard someone say, “The guy in the store has a gun.” I moved into a position where I could see clearly 
through the south facing entrance door. I could view the cashier area and a doorway/hallway leading into what 
appeared to be a backroom. I took cover behind a telephone booth where I could see an individual who I believed 
was the suspected, bobbing and weaving in and out of the doorway, drinking a Monster style can beverage and eating 
and unknown object/substance. 

I was approximately 25-30 feet away from the person I believed was the suspect. This individual was either a 
Hispanic male adult or a White male adult, 28-35 years old, short black hair, black mustache, about 5-09 to 6-00 tall, 
about 170-190 pounds, multiple tattoos over his exposed skin and wearing a white tank top undershirt and blue jeans, 

I broadcasted a description of the individual I saw out on the air for arriving units to the scene. I drew my handgun 
and pointed it at the suspect. I broadcasted, “Give me the air.. ..I have one at gunpoint!” 

I ordered the person I believed to be the suspect to the ground at gunpoint, he disregarded my commands as he moved 
away from the door way. The suspect appeared to be very agitated, paranoid and confused. Based on my training and 
experience, I believed he appeared to be under the influence of a controlled substance. As I ordered the suspect to the 
ground appeared to quickly finish the Monster drink he had in his and consume quickly what he was eating. 

The store clerk was at my right side approximately 10-15 feet away from me. I asked him if that was the suspect in 
the store and he said, “Yes.” I asked the store clerk if there was anyone else in the store and he said, “No.” I asked 
the store clerk if there was a back way out of die deli and the store clerk old me there was to the north. I put this 
information out to the officers who were arriving to set up a perimeter. Just as I finished broadcasting the location of 
a possible exit of the building, Sergeant Meeks broadcasted that he had a subject matching that description running 
out of the back area behind the deli then onto the trolley tracks west of the deli. I maintained my location until the 
suspect was apprehended and it was confirmed he was only suspect in the robbery. 1 then cleared the deli and looked 
for any other suspects and evidence. I requested officers to assist in die investigation at the scene and to take witness

OFFICER’S SUPPLMENTAL 

On 12-01-12 at about 1016 hours I heard officers being dispatched to a robbery in progress. The call was updated 
where a person was possibly shot. I began driving to the scene when I heard Sgt Young say over the police radio that 
he had one at gunpoint. Sgt. Young updated the situation by saying there was a single suspect and he had now 
barricaded himself in a back room. 

I drove toward the rear of the building in order to get a tactical position in case there was a back door the suspect 
could use to flee. As I drove into the area I saw a male, later identified as Manuel Martinez, running northboun 
through a small parking lot. Martinez was wearing a white tank top and was heavily tattooed and matched the general 

description of the suspect. 

I exited my police car, however lost sight of Martinez for a moment as workers, who were working in the parking lot 
fled the area Martinez was in. I radioed Martinez’ last location and direction of travel. A few moments later I heard 
another officer say Martinez was running northbound on the trolley tracks. 

I entered my police car and began driving northbound on Wilson Ave, paralleling Martinez direction of travel in case 
Martinez turned eastbound. After several moments I heard Corporal Klos radio he was taking one into custody, 
drove westbound on 18^ St, then northbound onto the on ramp for Interstate 5. 

I saw two police cars stopped in the lane, next to a blue car and a white truck. I saw Officer Stinnett in the bed of the 
truck and Corporal Klos standing on the driver’s side. Both officers were actively engaged in taking Martinez mto 
custody (See supplemental reports). 

As I exited my police car I could see Martinez flailing around in the back of the truck as if fighting with Officer 
Stinnett. Officer Stinnett and Corporal Klos were both yelling at Martinez to stop resisting and surrender his left 

hand. 

As I walked closer I could see Martinez would not surrender his left ar m and cont inued to pull an^eW^ward 
Officer Stinnett. I removed 


this 




I then delivered a thirdflHHBto Martinez’ to lower back. This was effective and I heard Martinez cry out and 
then released his left arm, allowing Officer Stinnett to handcuff him. Officer Stinnett exited the trock bed and opened 
the tailgate. Martinez was pulled out of the truck bed and assisted to his feet in order to be walked to a police car. At 
this time I could see Martinez was bleeding from a wound to his forehead. 

Martinez suddenly slumped to the ground and would not respond to officers commands. I assisted officers lift 
Martinez to his feet as they walked him toward a police car. I turned awaj^n^ttempted to speak to the witnesses, 
who were parked along th e curb. I be gan to obtain the information from(HMBandHM(who originally told 
me her last name was alsofljBHfc* when I heard a commotion. 
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■■began to rais e her v oice and ask if she could leave.RBfcegan to cry and say. “That’show my first husband 
was killed!!” SinceflBwas now becoming a distraction to the situation I told her she and^Bicould leave. 1 was 
able to get their personal information prior to releasing them. 


I turned around and saw Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett again struggling with Martinez. Martinez was on the 
ground and kicking and attempting to turn over. I walked over and heard Martinez say, “I’m Ghost. I have a 
weapon.” Martinez then began to turn again and reached around his body, while handcuffed, and reached mto ms 

waistband. 

Seeing this and not wanting Martinez to squirm or turn any further, since I now believed he had a gun m hiswaist 
band, I placed my foot on the back of Martinez neck and upper back area. This was only semi effective as Martinez 
would turn his head to either side, while attempting to push his body up. 


Martinez continued to yell and continued to reach into his waist band, in fact pushing his left had mside his pants at 
one point, yelling “I got a weapon.” I continued to push Martinez’ upper body and head down with my foot. I kept 
constant pressure in order to control the upper body and stop Martinez from moving. At no time did Inuse my toot 
and stomp Martinez. I had to readjust several times as Martinez continued to flail and kick. When Martinez was 
flailing and kicking it would cause my foot placement to move, which I would then readjust, I did not want to app y 
pressure to Martinez throat area. 

Officer Shephard arrived a few moments later and attempted to assist by holding Martinez’ legs and attempting to 
apply aflHHBHl However this was not effective due to Martinez kicking and flailing. 


I continued to have concern that Martinez had a gun in his waistb and, so I again unho lstered m;MB§and 
administered aflBto his lower back. This wasMHBand Martmez. I placed my 

directly on Martinez’ wrist and again delivered s 

waistband. However again this was ineffective. I agamBMHIMHHBHMBHHBHV 

I stood back up and returned to Martinez upper body where I again placed my foot on his upper back and attempted 
to secure him. I saw Martinez was pulling his hands apart to the point I could see his hand turmng^cl as he strained 
against the handcuffs, I asked if anyone had hinged handcuffs, which Coiporal Klos did, I asked Officer Shmiett and 
Corporal Klos to place theMB^ffs on Martinez. I did this to limit the movement of Martmez hands,. With 
regular handcuffs, Martinez was able to twist his hands back and forth possibly causing injury to his own wrists to e 
point I believed he may break his own wrists. 

In order to secure Martinez and get the hinged handcuffs on I pushed down with my hands and applied by 
bodyweight over Martinez, This was semi effective in securing Martinez, however while holdmg him I near 
someone tell me, “Watch out, he’s trying to bite you.” I looked down and saw indeed Martinez was turning bis head 
and arching with his mouth open in an attempt to bite my left hand, which was on his left scapula area. I stood up and 
again placed my foot over the upper back/neck area of Martinez. 
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After several minutes paramedics arrived and assisted Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett in placing Martinez on the 
gurney. Martinez continued to struggle as pyamedics^olicg_and^fire_securedjumtofeegumey. I watched a one 


paramedic prepared! 


A moment later I looked over and saw Martinez was strapped to the 1 sa ^ 

a spit mask had been placed over Martinez face and it was covered in blood, however Martinezhadafixed|aze and 
was just staring straight a head with his eyes wide open. I believed that was the effect of the

Martinez was driven by ambulance to UCSD Hospital, where the time of this 

writing. 


At about 1430 hours I along with Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett walked from the original crime scene along the 
trolley tracks looking for any weapons or items Martinez may have thrown. We had negative results. 


Based on this incident I gave my Taser to Detective Wilkins. Detective Wilkins took possession of the Taser.

Officer Dougherty and I went to that add ress and knocked on d i edoonAmale,Si|||^HIIHi 
answered and said Manuel did live there.fHHIgot his mother,flHH^Bwho then came 
to the door. She also said Manuel lived there. She said he had just gotten out of prison 3 days 
ago and was staying there until he could get a bed at a drug treatment facility. me 
it was her understanding that it would take Manuel about two weeks to be able to get a bed at 
a drug treatment facility. 

(HHRtold me Manuel was sleeping on the couch in the l iving roo m and he diihiot 
have a separate ro om. The re were only two rooms in the ho use, fl^Bhad one andflHB

ORIGIN: 


On 12-01-12 at about 1027 hours, I responded to the area of West 18 th Street and Wilson Avenue to assist officers 
who advised they were fighting a suspect. 

INVESTIGATION: 

On the above date, at about 1016 hours, Officers responded to the Trolley Deli at 530 West 21 st Street reference a 
possible armed robbery in progress. The suspect fled the scene on officers’ arrival, and was located a few blocks 
away at West 18 th Street and Wilson Avenue, where he violently resisted officers attempting to arrest him. 

I was in plainclothes in an unmarked police vehicle, equipped with emergency lights and sirens. Sergeant Cordero 
was with me, also in plainclothes. We are both assigned to the NCPD Gang Enforcement Team. We were on our 
way back from the downtown San Diego area, southbound on Harbor Drive. 

We had just passed the Coronado Bridge, southbound on Harbor Drive, when I monitored a radio transmission bj 
Sergeant Meeks saying, “We’re still fighting the suspect!” The location given was the L^jnramp from West 18 
Street near Wilson Avenue. I activated my emergency lights and siren and responded ‘HfBto assist. 

I traveled all the way down through San Diego on Harbor Drive, into National City on surface streets and finally 
arrived on scene on the on ramp, parking behind several police vehicles and a fire truck. 

When I was nearing the top of the ramp, I saw several officers trying to control a suspect, identified as Manuel 
MARTINEZ. Sergeant Meeks, Corporal Klos, Officer Stinnett and Corporal Shepherd were on scene and all 
attempting to control MARTINEZ. It took several minutes to travel down Harbor Drive and MARTINEZ was 
STILL violently resisting on our arrival. 

MARTINEZ was on the ground, with his hands behind his hack in handcuffs. He was thrashing so wildly it took all 
those officers just to hold him to the ground. I could see Officer Stinnett, trying to hold the suspect’s legs down and 
apply a leg restraint cord, being physically lifted off the ground by MARTINEZ’ legs, MARTINEZ was yelling and 
screaming incoherently, making almost animal like sounds. He had a lot of blood on his face. 

NCFD personnel were on scene. Sergeant Meeks told me they were attempting to control MARTINEZ’ violent 
resistance enough to put him on a waiting gurney and have medics evaluate him. However, MARTINEZ only 
continued to wildly and violently resist. I could see the officers attempting to control MARTINEZ were sweating and 
appeared exhausted. 

I assisted by helping to hold MARTINEZ to the ground while a set of hinged handcuffs were applied. His wrists 
were, discolored and bruised from where it appeared he had been twisting and pulling on the handcuffs.

I was surprised by MARTINEZ’ strength. He did not appear to be big enough to display the strength I felt as I tried 
to hold him down. It took all of my body weight pressing down on his left leg to keep him from lifting it up off the 
ground. The whole time, officers kept telling him to relax and stop fighting, though it had no effect on MARTINEZ. 

Once MARTINEZ was secured in the second pair of handcuffs, I assisted in helping to lift him onto the gurney. He 
continued to fight, even on the gurney. Medics secured him to the gurney with nylon four point restr^rts^nd he 
continued to violently struggle. At one point in the struggle on the gurney, one of the medics said 4HB 

The entire time I was on scene, MARTINEZ never stopped 
struggling. The entire time I had hands on him, I never felt him relax or loosen up. 


Medics loaded MART INEZ onto the ambulance. A short time later, they advised MARTINEZ had^HHH 
■■■ MARTINEZ was transported to UCSD Medical Center. Officer Stinnett rode with medics in 
the ambulance, and I drove his police car to the hospital. 

I later responded San Diego, Sergeant Aydelotte requested I tow a truck 

back to NCPD for processing. The truck had been at the scene where MARTINEZ was arrested, and MARTINEZ 
had jumped into the back of it when he was fleeing from police, leaving what appeared to be bloodstains in the bed. 
The owner of the truck had also been on scene and volunteered to go to NCPD to provide a statement. 

I had the truck towed by Moynahan’s Towing to the underground parking facility at NCPD. 

I was later assigned to document a statement from one of the NCFD firefighters that had been on scene. 

I met with NCFD firefighter Michael Sosamon in the Investigations Division at NCPD and documented his 
statement.

STATEMENT: 


Michael SOSAMON (Firefighter/ Paramedic) 

Michael Sosamon is a firefighter/ paramedic with the National City Fire Department. He was on duty on 12-01-12, 
assigned to truck 34. He was the only paramedic on truck 34. 

At about 1020 hours, Sosamon responded to the West 18 th Street onramp to the 1-5 reference a call to assist police 
with an injured, combative suspect. 
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On arrival, there was a police car on the on ramp. Several officers were on the ground in the street near the police 
car, struggling with a suspect (MARTINEZ). MARTINEZ was face down on the street, in handcuffs, but was 
violently resisting. He was fighting with the police so badly, it took all the officers on scene just to hold him down. 

MARTINEZ was yelling and moaning loudly, but nothing intelligible. The police kept yelling, “Stop resisting!” 

Medics arrived with a gurney and police loaded MARTINEZ onto the gurney, while he was still violently struggling. 
Sosamon and the other firefighters on his truck all helped to hold MARTINEZ down and secure him in restraints to 
the gurney. MARTINEZ was very strong and it was hard to hold him down. 

From Sosamon’s training and experience, 

Sosamon has seen a lot of comba tive patients, and patients on drugs, but MARTINEZ was one of the most 


MARTINEZ did not know the medic crew on scene, as they did not normally work the South Bay area. One was a 
taller, white male and the other was a very short male.

ORIGIN: 


On December 1,2012, Officers responded to the Eat & Go Trolley Deli, 530 W. 21 st Street to investigate a report of a 
robbery. 

INVESTIGATION: 

On December 1,2012, at about 1027 hours, Officer Dougherty and I were in the area of 2798 Harbor Drive, San 
Diego when National City Police Sergeant Meeks advised via radio, “We are still fighting the suspect” Officer 
Dougherty and I drove from 2798 Harbor Drive to the northbound on-ramp of W. 18 th Street and Civic Center Drive. 

Upon o ur arrival, I saw a National City Police vehicle a t the entrance of the on-ramp from W. 18 th street to Civic 
Center,I also saw several National City Police vehicles and a NCFD 
truck in the on-ramp. Officer Dougherty and I exited our vehicle and ran up the on-ramp. 

Upon our arrival, several NCFD personnel were standing around as NCPD Sgt, Meeks, Corporals Klos and Shephard 
and Officer Stinnett were holding down a Hispanic male adult, later identified as Manuel Martinez (Suspect). I could 
see Martinez was wearing a white tank top and blue jeans, his shoes were off and one of his socks appeared tom. 
Martinez was handcuffed facing down. He was uncooperative, combative and was trying to kick officers as they held 
him down. Sgt. Meeks placed his foot on Martinez’s left shoulder/neck area as to control the movement of Martinez’s 
head. Sgt. Meeks repeatedly told Martinez, “Calm down, stop resisting . ” Martinez did not comply and continued 
struggling with police. 

Corporals Klos and Shephard were applying their body weight on Martinez’s torso; Officer Stinnett was kneeling 
down holding onto Martinez’s legs with his hands as Martinez continued struggling with police by kicking and 
jerking his body. Officer Stinnett appeared exhausted. Officer Dougherty assisted in holding Martinez down as 
Officer Stinnett attempted to apply the leg restraint cord. I could see Martinez was bleeding from his face and toe, as 
if he was violently rubbing his face and feet on the pavement. I also noticed his wrists were discoloring and blue as 
he fought to remove the cuffs. Martinez continued violently resisting officers as we waited for American Medical 
Response (AMR) to arrive. 

AMR arrived on scene and prior to picking up Martinez a spit mask was placed on him. The spit mask was provided 
by AMR Medics. Sgt. Meeks, Corporal Klos, Corporal Shephard, Officer Dougherty and Officer Stinnett lifted 
Martinez off the ground and placed him on the gurney. Martinez continued to kick, jerk and resist officers as he was 
placed on the gurney. With assistance of the NCPD Officers and NCFD personnel, Martinez was secured to the 
gurney with nylon four point restraints. Martinez continued struggling while on the gurney.

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Autopsy Supplemental 


On Thursday, December 6,2012,1 attended the autopsy of Manuel Tomas Martinez with 

Detectives Ybarra, Walters and Sergeant Seward. The autopsy was conducted at the San Diego County Medical 
Examiner’s Office, 5570 Overland Avenue, San Diego. 

The autopsy began at approximately 0930 hours and was performed by Dr. Lucas and Forensic Autopsy Assistant 
(FAA), Stephen Hannum, 

The body of Manuel Tomas Martinez was laying naked on a gumey. There was medical equipment on his body from 
being in the hospital. I took digital photographs documenting the condition of the body. Doctor Lucas and FAA 
Sutton removed the hospital equipment and I took additional photographs. 

FAA Sutton washed the body. After the body was washed, I collected two swabs from inside the decedent’s mouth. 
There were several bruises and abrasions on the body. I took mid-range and close-up photographs of the wounds and 
tattoos. 

After the wounds were documented, Dr. Lucas opened the body for examination. I took photographs of the skull, the 
brain and the back. 

At approximately 1330 hours, Dr. Lucas finished the autopsy. I received a set of the decedent’s fingerprints from 
FAA Hannum along with a vial of the decedent’s blood. I left the Medical Examiner’s Office and drove to the 
National City Police Department (NCPD). 

Upon my arrival to the police station, I transferred the digital images from the camera to a DVD-R. I impounded the 
DVD-R into the NCPD Property and Evidence Unit along with the evidence I collected from the autopsy.

On Saturday, December 1,2012 at approximately 1145 hours, I received a call on my department issued cellular 
phone from Detective Sergeant Leach. Sergeant Leach asked me to assist in processing a possible robbery scene 
located at the “Eat and Go Trolley Deli”, 530 W. 21 St. in National City. According to Sergeant Leach there was an 
additional scene located on the W. 18 th St. on ramp to Harbor Drive, This is the location where National City patrol 
officers took the suspect, Manuel Tomas Martinez, into custody. 


I arrived at the National City Police Department (NCPD) at approximately 1230 hours and met withNCPD 
Detectives. Detective Walters asked me to take photographs of the deli clerk, |H|^B(DOB(|HI^^^. ^B 
was waiting in hiteme^Room ‘A’ in the Invest igations Division. At approximately 1315 hours, Detective Walters 
and I met I explained to^BQthat I would b e taking photographs of his injuries and collecting a 

DNA mouth swab from him. I took a total of 39 photographs ofBBl After taking the photographs, I collected a 
DNA mouth swab from the inside of his right cheek.

Accordi ng to Sergeant Meeks, a man entered the Trolley Deli and assaulted the clerk,®^B^^pAccording to 
•■ihe suspect punched him in the face and hit him with a laptop computer owned by^^^^^IBgrabbed a hot 
plate to defend himself and ran to the back. The suspect then began ransacking the deli. ^^B^noutside and yelled 
for witnesses to call the police. The suspect opened a pack of cigarettes and began smoking; he also opened a 
Monster Energy drink and began to drink it. When NCPD officers arrived, the suspect fled through the back of the 
store through a storage facility. According to the patrol officers, the suspect jumped into the bed of truck that was 
parked on the east curb line of the W. 18 th Street on ramp to Harbor Drive. According to officers, the suspect was 
bleeding from his head. There was also blood on the hood of the patrol car and on the street next to the patrol car. 
Patrol officers said the suspect had also vomited clear liquid in the blood on the street. 


After the briefing, Detective Ybarra asked me to take photographs of the patrol officers who took the suspect into 
custody. Detective Ybarra also asked me to process the scenes at the deli and the on ramp. 


At approximately 1400 hours, I took photographs of Corporal Klos and injuries to his hands and left knee. Next I 
took photographs of Sergeant Meeks and Officer Stinnet. 

After I took photographs of the officers, I drove to the Trolley Deli, 530 W. 21 st Street and met with Detective 
Wilkins and Officer Sakamoto. At approximately 1445 hours, I began taking photographs of the deli. I noticed a hot 
plate sitting on the concrete bench in front of the deli. Inside the deli, I saw racks that hold snacks turned over and 
the snacks were all over the floor. I noticed a pack of open Camel cigarettes on the counter next to a blue lighter. I 
saw a black laptop computer on the floor of the rear storage area. As I walked to the storage area I saw an empty 
Monster Energy drink can on the sink located on the south wall of the storage room. 

After taking the photographs of the deli, Detective Wilkins asked me to go to the W. 18 th Street on ramp to Harbor 
Drive and process the scene there. 
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Upon my arrival, I noticed patrol car #123 was facing north on the on ramp, with the overhead patrol lights on. At 
approximately 1530 hours, I took photographs of the scene which included suspected blood on the hood of the patrol 
car and on the street east of the front right tire of the patrol car. After taking the photographs, I swabbed the 
suspected blood on the patrol car and on the street. I used a third swab to collect the possible biological evidence that 
was mixed in the suspected blood on the street. After collecting the swabs I took approximate measurements of the 
locations of the patrol car and the suspected blood on the street.

After I finished processing the scene at the on ramp, I drove back to the Trolley Deli and met with Detective Wilkins. 
I collected the following items of evidence from the deli: 

• A pack of open camel cigarettes and a blue lighter from the counter near the cash register 

• A black laptop computer from the floor of the rear storage area 

• An empty Monster Energy drink can from the sink in the rear storage area 

At approximately 1700 hours, I finished processing the crime scene and drove to the National City Police 
Department. 

Upon my arrival to the police station, Detective Wilkins asked me to process the laptop computer I collected from the 
deli for fingeiprints and DNA. I dusted the outside of the laptop for fingerprints with black fingerprint powder and 
collected three latent print cards. Next I swabbed the top of the laptop for DNA using one swab. After I processed 
the computer, I gave it to Detective Wilkins (see Detective Wilkins’ report for details). 

After pr ocessing th e computer, Detective Ybarra asked me to take photographs of a white 2010^H|HHHI UA 
license According to Detective Ybarra, the vehicle was parked on the east side of the 18 th Street on ramp 

to Harbor Drive. The suspect had jumped in the bed of the truck and injured himself. Detective Ybarra asked me to 
take photographs of the vehicle and look for blood in the bed of the truck. The truck was being held in the 
underground parking structure of NCPD and was wrapped with yellow crime scene tape, 

At approximately 1745 hours, I began taking photographs of the vehicle. After taking the overall photographs, I 
removed the tape and took an additional set of photographs of the exterior and interior. Detective Ybarra pointed out 
a dent on the passenger side of the truck, above the right rear tire. I took photographs of the dent documenting the 
location. I searched the bed of the truck for possible blood. I noticed a red stain on the driver’s side of the truck bed 
near the rear window. I swabbed the stain and tested it with a Hemident presumptive blood test kit. I received a 
positive reaction indicating the stain could be blood. I collected a second swab of the stain for evidence. 

At ap proximately 1830 hours I finished the assignment I transferred all the digital images I took to five CD-R’s 
(deli,^Hll^B NCPD Officers, and the 18 th St. on ramp), I impounded the CD-R’s into the NCPD Property and 
Evidence Unit along with the evidence I collected. 
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On Wednesday, December 05,2012, Detective Ybarra asked me to go with him and Detective Walters to take 
additional photographs of the deli and the suspected path the suspect may have ran. At approximately 1200 hours, I 
began taking digital photographs of the deli. I walked through the back storage area of the deli with Detectives 
Ybarra and Walters. I took photographs of the storage facility hallway that was behind the deli. Detective Ybarra 
asked me to take photographs of an area in between the storage buildings, west of the trolley tracks. Next I walked 
along the trolley tracks with Detectives Ybarra and Walters, beginning west of the Trolley deli to an embankment 
east of the 18 th St. on ramp to 1-5 north. 

At approximately 1330 hours, I finished the assignment and drove back to NCPD with Detectives Ybarra and 
Walters. Upon my arrival to the station, I transferred the digital images from the camera to a CD-R and impounded 
the CD-R into the NCPD Property and Evidence Unit. 

I sealed all the evidence I collected with my initials, ID# and the date. See the attached evidence list for the items I 
impounded with the corresponding property tag numbers. 

I used a Nikon D300 digital camera. The camera was not set for daylight savings time. Therefore, the photographs 
show an hour ahead from the time documented in my report.

NATIONAL CITY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


On 12/1/2012,1 was on duty as a National City Police coiporal. I was in full uniform and driving a 
marked police car. At about 1018 hours, I responded to assist with a robbery call at the deli in the 
24 Street Trolley Station’s parking lot. Per the CAD incident, a white male with tattoos, wearing a 
white shirt and blue pants, was barricaded inside the business and armed with a knife. There was 
also a broadcast about someone being shot or stabbed. I responded^^HBfrom the Plaza Bonita 
mall. 


Upon my arrival at W. 22 nd Street & Wilson Avenue a few minutes later, I heard units broadcast that 
the suspect was running northbound along the tracks. I drove north on Wilson Avenue, but my view 
of the tracks was blocked by large buildings on the west side of the street. I broadcast that I was 
going to go onto the freeway in an attempt to observe the suspect. A moment later, while in the 
1800 block of Wilson Avenue, I saw the suspect running northbound along the tracks. The suspect 
continued running northbound, now on the train bridge that crosses over W. 18 th Street. 

I drove west on W. 18 th Street, then north on the ramp leading to the Civic Center off-ramp from 
northbound 1-5. I paused momentarily at the bottom of the ramp because I could no longer see the 
suspect. Stopped ahead of me, on the right shoulder of the ramp, were two vehicles with people 
in/around them. The vehicles were parked one in front of the other; a pickup was in front (north of) 
the other vehicle. 


The suspect, later identified as Manuel Martinez, ran from the train tracks down to where the 
vehicles were. I thought that Martinez was going to caijack one of the vehicles because of the way 
he ran directly toward them. Instead, Martinez jumped head-first into the bed of the pickup. I 
stopped my police car in the middle of the ramp and ran up to the left side of the pickup. I drew my 
Taser and pointed it at Martinez, who was lying on his back. I ordered Martinez not to move and to 
show me his hands. 

At about this time, Officer Stinnet arrived and climbed into the truck bed to arrest Martinez. We 
ordered Martinez to lie face down and he complied. As Officer Stinnet began handcuffing Martinez’ 
right hand, Martinez secreted his left hand under his body near his waistband. I ordered Martinez to 
show his hand but he did not comply. I grabbed Martinez’ wrist but he resisted by holding it under 
him. I feared that Martinez was going to retrieve a weapon from his waistband to assault me and/or 
Officer Stinnet. I punched Martinez several times in his left side in order to distract him and to get 
him to comply and present his hand. These punches were unsuccessful and Martinez did not 
comply. I drew my police baton and struck Martinez several times in the upperleft arm, in order to 
distract him and to get him to comply and present his hand. These strikes were also unsuccessful, as 
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Martinez still did not comply, and kept his hand under him at his waist. I administered several jabs 
fr° m of Martinez’ left back. Sergeant Meeks, who had arrived on scene, used 
his flHI in t° g et Martinez to comply. The and 

were ultimately successful and Martinez eventually produced his hand and was handcuffed. 


When we lifted Martinez up off the bed of the truck, I saw that his face was bloody. I radioed for 
fire and medics to respond to evaluate Martinez. Officer Stinnet and I walked Martinez from the 
truck to the right side of my police car. We placed Martinez’ upper body over the hood of my police 
car with Martinez’ feet on the ground. I began patting down Martinez’ left side and I removed his 
left shoe. Officer Stinnet was on Martinez’ right side. Officer Stinnet and I then switched sides. At 
about this time during the pat down, Martinez reached into his waistband and rigidly tensed his arms 
and body. I attempted to control Martinez against the side of the car but he was turning and 
tightening his arms and body while reaching into his waistband. Because Martinez had not been 
fully searched, I once again feared that his movements into his waistband were to retrieve a weapon 
to assault us. 


We took Martinez to the ground to the right of my police car. I attempted to hold Martinez down by 
applying my body weight via my knee on his left arm. Martinez was lifting himself up off the 
ground even with my application of weight. I told Martinez to stop resisting and applied a 

Martinez 

reaching into his waistband, twisting, and had now begun repeatedly saying, “I have a weapon!” and 
saying something similar to, “Do you know who I am?” I repeatedly told Martinez to stop resisting. 

Because Martinez was now violently resisting and making statements that he had a weapon, and 
apparently trying to retrieve something from his waistband, I again feared that Martinez did have a 
weapon. I inserted myfil^^BBin between Martinez’ arms and used it as leverage in an attempt 
to get Martinez to move his hand out of his waistband. Sergeant Meeks also used 
■■■■ion Martinez’ wrist area in an attempt to get him to stop reaching into his waistband. This 
was effective and I kept my in this position of leverage until Martinez stopped violently 
resisting. During this time, officers attempted to secure Martinez’ legs with a MBHMB 
Sergeant Meeks asked for Martinez to be placed Since I carry a pair of these on 

my belt, I placed them on Martinez in addition to the■■■I^BB already on him. 

Fire and medics brought up a gurney and we carried Martinez on to it. I assisted with placing the 
gurney’s buckles over Martinez’ chest a nd waist. I heard fire or medic personnel saying that 
Martinez 

I saw medical personnel tilt Martinez’ head back saying they were 
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opening his airway, while another medic was checking Martinez* carotid pulse, saying that there was 
a pulse present. Medics cut off most of Martinez* clothes, which I later impounded. 


Martinez was placed in the ambulance. A few moments later, I heard from Sergeant Meeks or 
Officer Stinnet that fire/medics were performing CPR on Martinez in the back of the ambulance. 
Sergeant Meeks directed me to take photographs of Martinez. I went to the ambulance, opened the 
rear doors, and saw fire and/or medic staff performing chest compressions on Martinez. I took one 
photograph before the ambulance started moving. Medics in the ambulance told the driver to stop 
because I had opened the doors. I was told that they needed to depart so I got down from the 
ambulance and it drove away to the hospital. 

Later in the day, I, along with Sergeant Meeks, Officer Stinnet and Officer Estabrook and his K9 
partner, checked (with negative results) the area north of the train tracks from the 24 th Street trolley 
station looking for a weapon that may have been dropped by Martinez. 

After checking the tracks, I retrieved^H^HB from the inside of my police car and gave it to 
Sergeant Leach. 

As a result of the incident, I suffered soreness to my right hand, a small cut on my right index finger, 
and an abrasion to my left knee.

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On Saturday, December 1,2012 at approximately 1145 hours, I received a call on my department issued cellular 
phone from Detective Sergeant Leach. Sergeant Leach asked me to assist in processing a possible robbery scene 
located at the “Eat and Go Trolley Deli”, 530 W. 21 St in National City. According to Sergeant Leach there was an 
additional scene located on the W. 18 th St. on ramp to Harbor Drive. This is the location where National City patrol 
officers took the suspect, Manuel Tomas Martinez, into custody. 

I arrived at the National City Police Department (NCPD) at approximately 1230 hours and met with NCPD 
Detectives. Detective Walters asked me to take photographs of the deli clerk, ^^^BBtPOB^B^Bf ^B 
was waiting in IntemewRoom ‘A’ in the Investi gations Division. At approximately 1315 hours, Detective Walters 
and I met withBBB^B explained toflHBthat I would be taking p hotographs of his injuries and collecting a 
DNA mouth swab from him. I took a total of 39 photographs of^BB After taking the photographs, I collected a 
DNA mouth swab from the inside of his right cheek. 

After I took photographs of^^^Bl attended a briefing conducted by Sergeant Meeks. 

According to Sergeant Meeks, a man entered the Trolley Deli and assaulted the clerk, ^^^BB According to 
BflHBhe suspect punched him in the face and hit him with a laptop computer owned byB^B (B^Bgrabbed a hot 
plate to defend himself and ran to the back. The suspect then began ransacking the deli. ^^^^Boutside and yelled 
for witnesses to call the police. The suspect opened a pack of cigarettes and began smoking; he also opened a 
Monster Energy drink and began to drink it. When NCPD officers arrived, the suspect fled through the back of the 
store through a storage facility. According to the patrol officers, the suspect jumped into the bed of truck that was 
parked on the east curb line of the W. 18 th Street on ramp to Harbor Drive. According to officers, the suspect was 
bleeding from his head. There was also blood on the hood of the patrol car and on the street next to the patrol car. 
Patrol officers said the suspect had also vomited clear liquid in the blood on the street. 


After the briefing, Detective Ybarra asked me to take photographs of the patrol officers who took the suspect into 
custody. Detective Ybarra also asked me to process the scenes at the deli and the on ramp. 

At approximately 1400 hours, I took photographs of Corporal Klos and injuries to his hands and left knee. Next I 
took photographs of Sergeant Meeks and Officer Stinnet. 


After I took photographs of the officers, I drove to the Trolley Deli, 530 W. 21 st Street and met with Detective 
Wilkins and Officer Sakamoto. At approximately 1445 hours, I began taking photographs of the deli. I noticed a hot 
plate sitting on the concrete bench in front of the deli. Inside the deli, I saw racks that hold snacks turned over and 
the snacks were all over the floor. I noticed a pack of open Camel cigarettes on the counter next to a blue lighter. I 
saw a black laptop computer on the floor of the rear storage area. As I walked to the storage area I saw an empty 
Monster Energy drink can on the sink located on the south wall of the storage room. 

After taking the photographs of the deli, Detective Wilkins asked me to go to the W. 18 th Street on ramp to Harbor 
Drive and process the scene there. 
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Upon my arrival, I noticed patrol car #123 was facing north on the on ramp, with the overhead patrol lights on. At 
approximately 1530 hours, I took photographs of the scene which included suspected blood on the hood of the patrol 
car and on the street east of the front right tire of the patrol car. After taking the photographs, I swabbed the 
suspected blood on the patrol car and on the street. I used a third swab to collect the possible biological evidence that 
was mixed in the suspected blood on the street. After collecting the swabs I took approximate measurements of the 
locations of the patrol car and the suspected blood on the street.

After I finished processing the scene at the on ramp, I drove back to the Trolley Deli and met with Detective Wilkins. 
I collected the following items of evidence from the deli: 

• A pack of open camel cigarettes and a blue lighter from the counter near the cash register 

• A black laptop computer from the floor of the rear storage area 

• An empty Monster Energy drink can from the sink in the rear storage area 

At approximately 1700 hours, I finished processing the crime scene and drove to the National City Police 
Department. 

Upon my arrival to the police station, Detective Wilkins asked me to process the laptop computer I collected from the 
deli for fingerprints and DNA. I dusted the outside of the laptop for fingerprints with black fingerprint powder and 
collected three latent print cards. Next I swabbed the top of the laptop for DNA using one swab. After I processed 
the computer, I gave it to Detective Wilkins (see Detective Wilkins* report for details). 

After processing the computer, Detective Ybarra asked me to take photographs of a white 2010^^H^^mi ^A 
license According to Detective Ybarra, the vehicle was parked on the east side of the 18 th Street on ramp 

to Harbor Drive. The suspect had jumped in the bed of the truck and injured himself. Detective Ybarra asked me to 
take photographs of the vehicle and look for blood in the bed of the truck. The truck was being held in the 
underground parking structure of NCPD and was wrapped with yellow crime scene tape. 

At approximately 1745 hours, I began taking photographs of the vehicle. After taking the overall photographs, I 
removed the tape and took an additional set of photographs of the exterior and interior. Detective Ybarra pointed out 
a dent on the passenger side of the truck, above the right rear tire. I took photographs of the dent documenting the 
location. I searched the bed of the truck for possible blood. I noticed a red stain on the driver’s side of the truck bed 
near the rear window. I swabbed the stain and tested it with a Hemident presumptive blood test kit. I received a 
positive reaction indicating the stain could be blood. I collected a second swab of the stain for evidence. 


At ap proximately 1830 hours I finished the assignment. I transferred all the digital images I took to five CD-R’s 
(deli,^^^^BI|NCPD Officers, and the 18 th St. on ramp). I impounded the CD-R’s into the NCPD Property and 
Evidence Unit along with the evidence I collected.

OFFICER’S SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


ORIGIN: 


On December i, 2012, Officers responded to the Eat & Go Trolley Deli, 530 W. 2P 1 Street to investigate a report of a 
robbery. 

INVESTIGATION: 


On December 1,2012, at about 1027 hours, Officer Dougherty and I were in the area of 2798 Harbor Drive, San 
Diego when National City Police Sergeant Meeks advised via radio, “We are still fighting the suspect Officer 
Dougherty and I drove from 2798 Harbor Drive to the northbound on-ramp of W. 18 th Street and Civic Center Drive. 

Upon our arrival, I saw a National City Police vehicle at the entrance of the on-ramp from W. 18 lh street to Civic 
Center, as to prevent traffic from entering the on-ramp. I also saw several National City Police vehicles and a NCFD 
truck in the on-ramp. Officer Dougherty and 1 exited our vehicle and ran up the on-ramp. 

Upon our arrival, several NCFD personnel were standing around as NCPD Sgt. Meeks, Corporals Klos and Shephard 
and Officer Stinnett were holding down a Hispanic male adult, later identified as Manuel Martinez (Suspect). I could 
see Martinez was wearing a whi te tank top and blue jeans, his shoes were off and one of his socks appeared torn, 
Martinez was handcuffed facing down. Fie was uncooperative, combative and was trying to kick officers as they held 
him down. Sgt. Meeks placed his foot on Martinez’s left shoulder/neck area as to control the movement of Martinez’s 
head. Sgt. Meeks repeatedly told Martinez, ”Calm down, stop resisting , ” Martinez did not comply and continued 
straggling with police. 

Corporals Klos and Shephard were applying their body weight on Martinez’s torso; Officer Stinnett was kneeling 
down holding onto Martinez’s legs with his hands as Martinez continued struggling with police by kicking and 
jerking his body. Officer Stinnett appeared exhausted. Officer Dougherty assisted in holding Martinez down as 
Officer Stinnett attempted to apply * could see Martinez was bleeding from his face and toe, as 

if he was violently rubbing his face and feet on the pavement. I also noticed his wrists were discoloring and blue as 
he fought to remove the cuffs. Martinez continued violently resisting officers as we waited for American Medical 
Response (AMR) to arrive. 

AMR arrived on scene and prior to picking up Martinez a spit mask was placed on him. The spit mask was provided 
by AMR Medics, Sgt. Meeks, Corporal Klos, Coiporal Shephard, Officer Dougherty and Officer Stinnett lifted 
Martinez off the ground and placed him on the gurney. Martinez continued to kick, jerk and resist officers as he was 
placed on the gurney. With assistance of the NCPD Officers and NCFD personnel, Martinez was secured to the 
gurney with nylon four point restraints. Martinez continued struggling while on the gurney. 

A Medic on scene held a syringe Martinez immediately stopped lacking 

and jerking his body; J could see Martinez’s eye lids were wide open and his pupils appear ed to be dilated. Martine z 
was loaded onto the ambulance.

Sergeant Leach 
explained that Martinez was alert and struggling with officers on scene when medical personal arrived.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


ORIGIN 


On 12/01/12, at approximately 1016 hours, NCPD Dispatch broadcasted that a 211 PC (Robbery) was occurring now 
at 530 W 21 st Street, national City (the deli at the W 24th Street trolley stop). I responded from a few blocks away to 
assist. 

NARRATIVE 


On the above date and time, l was working Office of Traffic Safety (OTS) Traffic Enforcement overtime. I was in 
the area at West 18 th Street, when NCPD Dispatched broadcasted that a 211 PC was occurring now at the deli located 
next to the 24 th Street trolley station. Additionally it was broadcasted that the suspect had a gun or a knife. I was the 
first officer on scene; I arrived at approximately 1018 hours. 

Upon arrival, 1 observed several people standing outside of the deli and pointing into the shop. From the crowd of 
people, I heard someone say, “The guy in the store has a gun ” I moved into a position where I could see clearly 
through the south facing entrance door. 1 could view the cashier area and a doorway/hallway leading into what 
appeared to be a backroom, I telephone booth where I could see an individual who I believed 

was the suspected, bobbing and weaving in and out of the doorway, drinking a Monster style can beverage and eating 
and unknown object/substance. 

1 was approximately 25-30 feet away from the person 1 believed was the suspect. This individual was either a 
Hispanic male adult or a White male adult, 28-35 years old, short black hair, black mustache, about 5-09 to 6-00 tali, 
about 170-190 pounds, multiple tattoos over his exposed skin and wearing a white tank top undershirt and blue jeans. 
I broadcasted a description of the individual I saw out on the air for arriving units to the scene. I drew my handgun 
and pointed it at the suspect I broadcasted, “Give me the air... J have one at gunpoint!” 

I ordered the person I believed to be the suspect to the ground at gunpoint, he disregarded my commands as he moved 
away from the door way. The suspect appeared to be veiy agitated, paranoid and confused. Based on my training and 
experience, 1 believed he appeared to be under the influence of a controlled substance. As .1 ordered the suspect to the 
ground appeared to quickly finish the Monster drink he had in his and consume quickly what he was eating. 

The store clerk was at my right side approximately 10-15 feel away from me. I asked him if that was the suspect in 
the store and he said, “Yes.” I asked the store clerk if there was anyone else in the store and he said, “No.” I asked 
the store clerk if there was a back way out of the deli and the store clerk old me there was to the north. I put this 
information out to the officers who were arriving to set up a perimeter. Just as 1 finished broadcasting the location of 
a possible exit of the building, Sergeant Meeks broadcasted that he had a subject matching that description running 
out of the back area behind the deli then onto the trolley tracks west of the deli. I maintained my location until the 
suspect was apprehended aiyLit was confirmed he was only suspect in the robbery. 1 then cleared the deli and looked 
for any other suspects and evidence. I requested officers to assist in the investigation at the scene and to take witness 
statements.

OFFICER’S SUPPLEMENTAL 

On 12-1-12 at approximately 1016 hours, I responded to the 24 t1 ' Street Trolley, to investigate a report of a possible 
robbery in progress where the suspect (later identified as Manuel Martinez) had either a knife or a gun. While en 
route to the call, Sergeant Young advised he was on scene and he had the suspect at gunpoint. Sergeant Young 
advised the suspect was alone and barricaded inside of the store. 

1 arrived a short time later in the east alley of 2000 Wilson Avenue, trying to block off a potential escape route. As I 
was pulling in, I heard someone advise over the police radio he saw Martinez running northbound on the trolley 
tracks. I hurried back to my car and drove out and northbound onto Wilson Avenue. I turned westbound onto West 
18 th Street behind Corporal Klos, and then we turned north onto the 1-5 onramp. 

Parked along the east curbline of the onramp were a green car and a while pickup truck. Almost immediately as I 
turned onto the onramp, I saw a subject (Martinez) in a white tee shirt running down through some shrubbery 
between the trolley tracks and the onramp. Martinez ran directly towards the white truck and, without stopping leapt 
headfirst into the be of the truck. Martinez 1 momentum carried his feet almost directly atop his head, and it looked as 
if Martinez was doing a cartwheel. 

Corporal Klos and I parked and exited our cars and approached the truck with weapons drawn. I had my gun in my 
right hand as I approached the truck. Martinez remained in the track bed as we got closer. Upon arriving at the 
truck, Corporal Klos maintained aiming his weapon at Martinez, who had his hands partially above his head, and 1 
decided to try and detain him. 

I climbed into the back of the track and placed my left kneed into Martinez’ upper back to help immobilize him. I 
then grabbed a hold of Martinez 5 right hand and placed it into a pair of my handcuffs. I told Martinez to give me his 
other hand and he refused. 1 again instructed Martinez to place his other hand behind his back, and he again refused, 
and began hying to pull his right hand from me. 

Corporal Klos jabbed Martinez in the left shoulder with instructing him to put his hand behind his back, 

and Martinez continued to resist, instead pulling his left arm tighter up against his body in defiance. Refer to 
Corporal Klos’ Supplemental Report for more information on his involvement. Martinez tried to reach his left hand 
towards his waistband and I believed he was reaching for a weapon. As Martinez had increased his resistance and 
began to kick even after being struck by Corporal Klos’ baton, I decided to try and get Martinez to comply with 
additional pain compliance. 


1 then took hold of myt^^^HBvvith my left hand and struck Martinez inflM^Pvith my right hand, which had 
not effect. Martinez again refused to comply and continued to try and kick and pull away. I hit Martinez in^^B 
a second time with mywith similar results. Martinez’ fingers were constantly fidgeting in a way 
consistent with my training and experience to be related to drag use, and 
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At this time, Sergeant Meeks was on scene and he issued Martinez’ back with hisflni Martinez 

yelled out in pain and put his left hand behind his back. 1 placed his hand into the handcuffs and began a pat down 
search of Martinez for possible weapons with negative results. I removed a wallet from Martinez’ right rear pants 
pocket and noticed an identification card inside. 

I exited the truck bed and lowered the tail gate. Martinez was advised he was going to be removed from the truck and 
asked to calm down. Corporal Klos and I slid Martinez back towards the street feet first (Martinez was already lying 
with his feet nearest the tail gate) and assisted him in standing up. Martinez at first slumped to the ground, not 
wanting to support any of his own weight and I instructed him to stand up. Martinez stood and was walked to the 
front right quarter panel of Corporal Klos’ car for a more thorough search. 

I searched the right side of Martinez and Corporal Klos searched the left. Neither side located a weapon of any kind. 
Corporal Klos removed Martinez’ left shoe and found nothing inside. Martinez began to resist again when Corporal 
Klos removed his shoe. I next removed Martinez’ right shoe to check his foot and he tried to kick at me. Corporal 
Klos and I took Martinez to the ground again to control him. 

Once on the ground Martinez kicked at me and I ordered him to stop resisting. Martinez kicked at me again, and 1 
kicked him in the right thigh with my right foot in order to stop his kicking. I then knelt on Martinez’ legs in an 
attempt to control him. Corporal Klos was trying to maintain control of Martinez’ head and arms. Martinez was 
extremely physically resistant, twisting his body and kicking h is legs. I d rew m^BBand removed the cartridge. I 
placed theBHPP against Martinez’ lower back and issued aflBHB Martinez again yelled out as a reaction to 
thG^BMbeihg deployed, and temporarily calmed down. 1 holstered nvyflBB^nd continued to sit upon Martinez’ 
legs. Martinez was yelling, ‘You don’t know who I am. I’m ghost. Fuck you. 


Martinez was repeatedly ordered to stop resisting and refused to comply. Detective Shephard arrived on scene to 
assist and took over at my location on Martinez’ legs. I went and gotflBBfrom my car to restrain Martinez’ legs. 
Detective Shephard tookfl^^Mand I again took control of Martinez’ legs. The^lBwas applied, but Martinez 
continued to kick at and resist officers. 


Paramedics arrived on scene and gave officers a spit mask, which was applied to Martinez. I next lifted Martinez on 
the stretched along with my partners. I continued to control his leg s as the medical personnel strapped him to the 
gurney. 



Martinez was placed into the ambulance and I entered the ambulance to ride to the hospital along with Martinez in 
the event he awoke and be gan to fight again. 

NCFD Engine 34B was on scene, and AMR 494 (paramedics John Prieto and Ahmed 

Hluz). 


I rode in the ambulance without incident,! 

Once at the UCSD medical center, Martinez was wheeled into the emergency room. 
Martinez was treated briefly before being transported up to the trauma unit. 
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While the medical staff was working on Martinez, I overheard them speaking about

I returned to NCPD where I was later photographed for evidentiary purposes. I also turned in m>Bll^B 0 have its 
memory downloaded, I also conducted a walking search of the trolley tracks from the scene of the crime, to the area 
of the arrest in an attempt to locate a weapon with negative results. 

As a result of my involvement in arresting Martinez, I sustained an injury to my right hand. My right hand was 
tender and there was some swelling. I notified Sergeant Meeks about my injury. Sergeant Meeks filled out some 
necessary paperwork on my injury. The following day, on 12-2-12,1 went to Paradise Valley Hospital to have the 
injury to my right hand checked out. My hand was x-rayed and there was no fracture found. 

There was no further information at the time of this report. This report was completed on 12-1-12 at approximately

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OFFICER’S SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


ORIGIN: 


On 12-01-12 at about 1027 hours, I responded to the area of West 18 th Street and Wilson Avenue to assist officers 
who advised they were fighting a suspect. 

INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at about 1016 hours, Officers responded to the Trolley Deli at 530 West 21 st Street reference a 
possible armed robbery in progress. The suspect fled the scene on officers’ arrival, and was located a few blocks 
away at West 18 th Street and Wilson Avenue, where he violently resisted officers attempting to arrest him. 

was Sergeant 

was with me, also in plainclothes. We are both assigned to the NCPD Gang Enforcement Team. We were on our 
way back from the downtown San Diego area, southbound on Harbor Drive. 

We had just passed the Coronado Bridge, southbound on Harbor Drive, when I monitored a radio transmission by 
Sergeant Meeks saying, “We’re still fighting the suspect!” The location given was the 1-5 onram p from West 18 th 
Street near Wilson Avenue. I activated my emergency lights and siren and responded assist. 

I traveled all the way down through San Diego on Harbor Drive, into National City on surface streets and finally 
arrived on scene on the on ramp, parking behind several police vehicles and a fire truck. 

When I was nearing the top of the ramp, I saw several officers trying to control a suspect, identified as Manuel 
MARTINEZ. Sergeant Meeks, Corporal Klos, Officer Stinnett and Corporal Shepherd were on scene and all 
attempting to control MARTINEZ. It took several minutes to travel down Harbor Drive and MARTINEZ was 
STILL violently resisting on our arrival. 

MARTINEZ was on the ground, with his hands behind his back in handcuffs. He was thrashing so wildly it took all 
those officers just to hold him to the ground. I could see Officer Stinnett, trying to hold the suspect’s legs down and 
apply being physically lifted off the ground by MARTINEZ’ legs. MARTINEZ was yelling and 

screaming incoherently, making almost animal like sounds. He had a lot of blood on his face. 

NCFD personnel were on scene. Sergeant Meeks told me they were attempting to control MARTINEZ’ violent 
resistance enough to put him on a waiting gurney and have medics evaluate him. However, MARTINEZ only 
continued to wildly and violently resist. I could see the officers attempting to control MARTINEZ were sweating and 
appeared exhausted. 

I assisted by helping to hold MARTINEZ to the ground while a set of hinged handcuffs were applied. His wrists 
were discolored and bruised from where it appeared he had been twisting and pulling on the handcuffs. 
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I was surprised by MARTINEZ’ strength. He did not appear to be big enough to display the strength I felt as I tried 
to hold him down. It took all of my body weight pressing down on his left leg to keep him from lifting it up off the 
ground. The whole time, officers kept telling him to relax and stop fighting, though it had no effect on MARTINEZ, 


Once MARTINEZ was secured in the second pair of handcuffs, I assisted in helping to lift him onto the gurney. He 
continued to fight, even on the gurney . Medics secured him to the gurney with nylon four point restraints and he 
continued to violently struggle. _ 

The entire time I was on scene, MARTINEZ never stopped 
struggling. The entire time I had hands on him, I never felt him relax or loosen up. 



Medics loaded MART INEZ onto the ambulance. MHHHHHHHH 
iHHHHHB MARTINEZ was transported to UCSD Medical Center, 
the ambulance, and I drove his police car to the hospital. 

I later responded toStreet in San Diego. Sergeant Aydelotte requested I tow a truck 
back to NCPD for processing. The truck had been at the scene where MARTINEZ was arrested, and MARTINEZ 
had jumped into the back of it when he was fleeing from police, leaving what appeared to be bloodstains in the bed. 
The owner of the truck had also been on scene and volunteered to go to NCPD to provide a statement. 

I had the truck towed by Moynahan’s Towing to the underground parking facility at NCPD. 

I was later assigned to document a statement from one of the NCFD firefighters that had been on scene, 

I met with NCFD firefighter Michael Sosamon in the Investigations Division at NCPD and documented his 
statement.

STATEMENT: 


Officer Stinnett rode with medics in 


Michael SOSAMON (Firefighter/ Paramedic) 

Michael Sosamon is a firefighter/ paramedic with the National City Fire Department. He was on duty on 12-01-12, 
assigned to truck 34. He was the only paramedic on truck 34. 

At about 1020 hours, Sosamon responded to the West 18 th Street onramp to the 1-5 reference a call to assist police 
with an injured, combative suspect. 
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On arrival, there was a police car on the on ramp. Several officers were on the ground in the street near the police 
car, struggling with a suspect (MARTINEZ). MARTINEZ was face down on the street, in handcuffs, but was 
violently resisting. He was fighting with the police so badly, it took all the officers on scene just to hold him down. 

MARTINEZ was yelling and moaning loudly, but nothing intelligible. The police kept yelling, “Stop resisting!” 

Medics arrived with a gurney and police loaded MARTINEZ onto the gurney, while he was still violently struggling. 
Sosamon and the other firefighters on his truck all helped to hold MARTINEZ down and secure him in restraints to 
the gurney. MARTINEZ was very strong and it was hard to hold him down. 

From Sosamon’s training and experience, MARTINEZ 

Sosamon has seen a lot of combative patients, and patients on drugs, but MARTINEZ was one of the most 


MARTINEZ did not know the medic crew on scene, as they did not normally work the South Bay area. One was a 
taller, white male and the other was a very short male. The tall white medic

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On 12.4-12 at approximately 1230 hours I went to UCSD hospital in Hillcrest to relieve Officer Stinnett and stand by 
to obtain a blood sample from Manuel Martinez (SUSPECT). At approximately 1300 hours, a phlebotomist arrived 
at the hospital and blood samples were obtained at approximately 1315 hours. I also took several photographs of 
Martinez at the hospital. 

At approximately 1640 hours, Detectives Walters and Ybarra arrived at the hospital to obtain additional information 
regarding Martinez status from hospital staff. I cleared the hospital at approximately 1700 hours. I transferred the 
photos onto a CD-R disk and impounded the blood evidence and CD-R into evidence atNCPD.

Neither^^^Pnor BJ^ had seen Manuel using drugs.^HBdid say Manuel had 
trouble sleeping at night^^^Bsaid Manuel was complaining of an issue with his wisdom 
teeth on his right side. said his jaw was swollen and had a lump on it. She did not 

think he was taking any medication for it. T hey had not seen Manuel with any guns. They 
had not seen Manuel acting bizarre. ^B^Bsaid Manuel did not have a cell phone, a job, a 
girlfriend, a ca^r^omputer. She said he would walk to get around. Ma nuel did not hav e a 
buspass yet.|^|^aid Manuel would use her cell phone upon occasion^^^^^^^B 
^m^hought Manuel left the house at about 0830 to 0930 today. She thought he was going 
to go see his Probation Officer. 


Later, on 12-01-12,1 interviewed one of the fire fighters who responded to the scene to 
treat Martinez. I interviewed him at the investigations’ area of the police department. 

Statement of O. Aguirre: ( Witness) 


- Aguirre was working Truck 34B this day 

- He received a call to “evaluate for PD” at 18 th St. and Wilson Ave. 

- The driver of the fire truck parked behind the police car 

- Aguirre saw the suspect (Manuel Martinez) on the ground near the right / front of the police 
car 

- There were four officers on him 

- Martinez was fighting the police 

- Martinez was face down but Aguirre could not see if he was handcuffed but thought he may 
have been 

- Aguirre was kicking and moving his head all around 

- Martinez did not say anything 
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- The officers were yelling stop resisting 

- Aguirre was standing by waiting so he could treat Martinez 

- Once the medics got there, Aguirre got the backboard from the ambulance in anticipation of 
needing that

- He described Martinez as being over the edge 


On 12-5-12,1 talked with Probation Officer William Young reference Martinez. Young 
told me that Agent E. Armas will be the primary supervising agent but she was unavailable so 
Young provided me the information I needed. 


- Martinez was released from prison on 11-27-12 

- Reported to the Hall of Justice on 11 -29-12 for mandatory report in 

- Martinez was asked if he needed drug treatment and he said no 

- He was not drug tested which is nor mal 

- Martinez listed his home address as with a phone number ofj 
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- Martinezhas previously reported health issues to his probation officer such as problems with 

hisfl^B 

- It was noted in Martinez’s file he was an intravenous drug user in prison 

- Martinez called the NC probation office on the 30 th and left a message asking when he needed 
to report 

- Martinez has not reported to the office as of the date of this incident 

I talked with Agent Armas who told me she had talked with Martinez on the phone. She 
told me he sounded sober at that time. She said she had not yet been able to meet with 
Martinez or set a date to meet him, which was pending.

On the listed time and date, the Eat and Go Trolley Deli was robbed by a subject later taken into custody after fleeing 
from officers, I was asked by Sgt. Leach to deploy my Police Service Dog (PSD) “Seven” to conduct an article 
search for any weapons the suspect might have discarded while fleeing from officers. I arrived on scene at 
approximately 1441 hours. I was briefed by Sgt. Meeks and Corporal Klos where the subject was seen running. There 
were two separate areas they requested I searched with my PSD. 


I deployed my PSD “Seven” just west of the 21 St Street trolley along the east side of the trolley tracks and gave him 
the command to search. PSD “Seven” searched the area in a northern direction for approximately 100 yards and did 
not locate any kind of weapon or evidence. I drove to the second area which was the on ramp for 1-5 Northbound 
from 18 th Street on the east side of the off ramp. I deployed “Seven” and gave him the command to search. “Seven” 
searched the area, however he did not locate any weapon or any evidence. I advised Sgt. Leach my search was 
complete, Please refer to Crime/Arrest report for further.

The call was updated 
where a person was possibly shot. I began driving to the scene when I heard Sgt. Young say over the police radio that 
he had one at gunpoint. Sgt. Young updated the situation by saying there was a single suspect and he had now 
barricaded himself in a back room. 


is I drove into the area I saw a male, later identified as Manuel Martinez, running northbound 
through a small parking lot Martinez was wearing a white tank top and was heavily tattooed and matched the general 
description of the suspect. 


I exited my police car, however lost sight of Martinez for a moment as workers, who were working in the parking lot 
fled the area Martinez was in. I radioed Martinez’ last location and direction of travel. A few moments later I heard 
another officer say Martinez was running northbound on the trolley tracks. 


I entered my police car and began driving northbound on Wilson Ave, paralleling Martinez direction of travel in case 
Martinez turned eastbound. After several moments I heard Corporal Klos radio he was taking one into custody. I 
drove westbound on 18 th St, then northbound onto the on ramp for Interstate 5. 


I saw two police cars stopped in the lane, next to a blue car and a white truck. I saw Officer Stinnett in the bed of the 
truck and Corporal Klos standing on the driver’s side. Both officers were actively engaged in taking Martinez into 
custody (See supplemental reports). 


As I exited my police car I could see Martinez flailing around in the back of the truck as if fighting with Officer 
Stinnett. Officer Stinnett and Corporal Klos were both yelling at Martinez to stop resisting and surrender his left 
hand. 


As I walked closer I could see Martinez would not surrender his left arm and continued to pull and kick to ward 
Officer Stinnett. I removed the holster, then^^^^BBBBB BI I deliv ered aj^HUto 

Martinez’ upper back. This was completely1 delivered anotherfl^Hto Martinez’ back, but again 
this^^BiMflM^Bl pulled my^^Bnvay from Martinez andflHHMltt^^^Bto see ifmyl^^Bvas 
working properly. 

I then delivered a thirdUHBto Martinez’ to lower back. This was effective and I heard Martinez cry out and 
then released his left arm, allowing Officer Stinnett to handcuff him. Officer Stinnett exited the truck bed and opened 
the tailgate. Martinez was pulled out of the truck bed and assisted to his feet in order to be walked to a police car. At 
this time I could see Martinez was bleeding from a wound to his forehead. 

Martinez suddenly slumped to the ground and would not respond to officers commands. I assisted officers lift 
Martinez to his feet as they walked him toward a police car. I turned aw ay and attempte d t o speak to the witnesses, 
who were parked along the curb. I began to obtain the information from^^^^^^Band^^B(who originally told 
me her last name was also^^HB) when I heard a commotion.

I have a 
weapon.” Martinez then began to turn again and reached around his body, while handcuffed, and reached into his 
waistband. 


Seeing this and not wanting Martinez to squirm or turn any further, since I now believed he had a gun in his waist 
band, I placed my foot on the back of Martinez neck and upper back area. This was only semi effective as Martinez 
would turn his head to either side, while attempting to push his body up. 

Martinez continued to yell and continued to reach into his waist band, in fact pushing his left had inside his pants at 
one point, yelling “I got a weapon.” I continued to push Martinez’ upper body and head down with my foot. I kept 
constant pressure in order to control the upper body and stop Martinez from moving. At no time did I raise my foot 
and stomp Martinez. I had to readjust several times as Martinez continued to flail and kick. When Martinez was 
flailing and kicking it would cause my foot placement to move, which I would then readjust. I did not want to apply 
pressure to Martinez throat area. 

Officer Shephard arrived a few moments later and attempted to assist by holding Martinez’ legs and attempting to 
apply a cord cuff restraint. However this was not effective due to Martinez kicking and flailing. 

I continued to have concern that Martinez had a gun in his waistband, so I again unholstered my^^Band 
administered a^^HIBto his lower back. This was Martinez. I placed m>^BH 

directly on Martinez’ wrist and again delivered a^^l^Bin hopes of Martinez releasing his hand from his 
waistband. However again I again checked m^MH^nd saw it was functioning. 

I stood back up and returned to Martinez upper body where I again placed my foot on his upper back and attempted 
to secure him. I saw Martinez was pulling his hands apart to the point I could see his hand turning red as he strained 
against the handcuffs. I asked if anyone had hinged handcuffs, which Corporal Klos did. I asked Officer Stinnett and 
Coiporal Klos to place Martinez. I did this to limit the movement of Martinez’ hands,. With 

regular handcuffs, Martinez was able to twist his hands back and forth possibly causing injury to his own wrists to the 
point I believed he may break his own wrists. 

In order to secure Martinez and get the^M^^^^^on I pushed down with my hands and applied by 
bodyweight over Martinez, This was semi effective in securing Martinez, however while holding him I heard 
someone tell me, “Watch out, he’s trying to bite you.” I looked down and saw indeed Martinez was turning his head 
and arching with his mouth open in an attempt to bite my left hand, which was on his left scapula area, I stood up and 
again placed my foot over the upper back/neck area of Martinez.

When we arrived at the shop,^B<hrected me to a whiteJBBBpickup truck (CAj^B^B that was parked at the 
business. When I looked in the bed of the pickup, I saw what appeared to be blood on the floor. Officer Dougherty, 
who came with Sergeant Cordero, completed the impound paperwork on the truck and later had it towed to NCPD as 
evidence.

SYNOPSIS : 


Manuel Martinez (Suspect) entered the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. 
Martinez went behind the front counter and punched the Victim at least two times on the right side of his face forcing 
the Victim to the back room resulting in complaint of pain to his left cheek. Martinez pushed the Victim against a 
freezer resulting in scrapes on the Victim’s shins and complaint of pain to his elbows. Martinez then threw a laptop 
computer striking the Victim on the back of his head. 

Martinez ran to the customer area and tipped over several shelves. As the Victim ran outside for help, Martinez took 
a pack Camel cigarettes and a lighter from the display rack, opened the pack and lit a cigarette. Martinez also took a 
beverage from the display which he drank as police arrived on scene. 

Martinez fled through the rear of the store and ran northbound along the train tracks to W. 18 th Street where he was 
taken into custody. Martinez was taken to UCSD Medical Center for medical treatment. 

As a result of Martinez’ violent behavior during his apprehension, Officer Stinnett and Corporal Klos sustained some 
injuries. 

ORIGIN : 

On 12/01/12, at about 1016 hours, I responded to a call of an Armed Robbery in progress at the Trolley Side Deli & 
Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. NCPD Dispatch advised over police radio that the Suspect 
was reportedly armed with a knife or gun and was still inside the business and unknown injuries to the Victim. The 
Suspect was described as a White or Hispanic male in his 30’s, with tattoos, wearing a white t-shirt and blue pants. 

INVESTIGATION : 

Sergeant Young advised over his police radio he had the Suspect, later identified by his California Identification Card 
as Manuel Martinez |^HM^> who was barricaded inside the rear of the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart at gunpoint. 

Upon arrival, I saw Sergeant Young with weapon drawn in front of business and went to his location. Sergeant 
Young advised there may be an exit to the northwest of the building. See Sergeant Young’s Supplemental Report for 
further details. 

I went along the trolley train tracks on the Westside of the building to search for a possible exit. Detective Dizinno 
acted See Detective Dizzino’s Supplemental Report for further details. As I approached the 

loading dock on the north side of the building, Sergeant Meeks, who was on the east side of the loading dock, advised 
he saw Martinez exit the building and was inside the loading dock. See Sergeant Meeks’ Supplemental Report for 
further details. As I scanned the area, Detective Dizinno advised Martinez was north of my position. I looked north 
along the train tracks and saw Martinez running northbound about 50 yards in front of me. Detective Dizinno and I 
trailed Martinez and put out his direction of travel.

As he arrived at the W. 18 th Street overpass, Martinez went into the bushes on the west side of the tracks. Shortly 
there after, Corporal Klos advised he was taking Martinez into custody. See Corporal Klos’ Supplemental Report for 
further details. 

Detective Dizinno and I returned to the scene. While en route back to the scene, I heard Sergeant Meeks say over 
police radio Martinez was continuing to fight officers. 

Detective Dizinno took digital photos of the scene and the Victim’s injuries which he gave to me. I, later atNCPD, 
transferred the photos to CD-R and impounded it for evidence. 

I contacted the Victim, identified by his California Driver LicenseI documented his statement. HB 
stated Martinez punched him at least two (2) times on his left cheek resulting in redness and swelling. Martinez 
pushe^HBcausing him to fall against a freez er hittin g his right cheek, both elbows, and both shins. Martinez also 
threwflBBlaptop computer at him which hit(HBn a unknown location. I saw redness on^^H^ right cheek. 
(HBhad complaint of pain to both of his elbows, scrapes on both his shins and a cut about one inch in length on his 
right index finger. 

(Hflfetated during the incident, Martinez took a pack of Camel unfiltered cigarettes and a blue BIC lighter from the 
display rack and smoked a cigarette. I looked on the front counter and saw a pack of Camel unfiltered cigarettes with 
one (1) cigarette missing and a blue BIC lighter. Martinez also advised Martinez took and drank a blue Monster 
Energy Drink. I looked in the back room and saw an open blue can of Monster Lo-Carb Energy Drink on the 
counter. flHBcan identify Martinez if seen again.

ORIGIN: 


On 12/01/12 at about 1120 hours, I was contacted by Detective Sergeant Leach, During this conversation. 
Sergeant Leach explained that National City Patrol Officers had responded to a reported robbery near 530 
W. 21 st Street (Trolley Deli) in the City of Nationality, Sergeant went on to explain that the suspect, 
Manuel Martinez had attacked the victim,flHHHB during the commission of a robbery. Sergeant Leach 
then explained that Martinez fled the area upon the first officer’s arrival. Sergeant Leach explained that 
Martinez was located near the Interstate -5 on ramp from W. 18 th Street by officers. Sergeant Leach 
continued by saying that Martinez struggled with officers on scene and was later detained. Sergeant Leach 
explained that Martinez was alert and struggling with officers on scene when medical personal arrived. 
Sergeant Leach completed the conversation by saying Martinez had become extremely ill while in the back 
of the ambulance. Martinez was later transported to UCSD Hospital for medical treatment. Sergeant Leach 
requested I respond and assist with the investigation. I arrived at approximately 1200 hours. 

INVESTIGATION: 

Upon arrival, at 530 W. 21 st Street, I met with Officer Sakamoto and Investi gator DiZinno . Officer 
Sakamoto told me that he was securing the scene and pointed out the I noticedflHI 

face was red and sings of swelling were present around his nose and under both eyes. I cleared the scene and 
drove toward the Interstate -5 (N/B) on ramp at W, 18 th Street. 

Upon my arrival, I met with Sergeant Smith wh o gave me a brie fing about the incident. Sgt. Smith told me 
that two witnesses,flHIHH^^^IB^dflHHHB witnessed the officers arrest Martinez. Sgt. 
Smith explained bothJHBHiand^^^Bwere at NCPD to be interviewed. After talking with Sergeant 
Smith, I responded to NCPD to meet with my partner Detective Nagle. 

At NCPD, Detective Nagle advised me that Detective Ybarra was en-route and would be the case agent for 
his incident. Knowing there was going to be a slight d elay until all investigative personal arrived on scene, I 
drove back out to 530 W. 21 st Street to pick upflH§for an interview. 

Upon arrival, I told Officer Sakamoto I was taking custody o^H| While transportinJBBBto NCPD, I 
noticed the redness and swell ing aro und his face and nose had gotten slightly worse. flB 1 complained 
about pain to his right elbow.(HMtold me his elbow was sore and he was unable to bend it completely. 
Upon arrival, at NCPD((H§was placed in an i nterview room within the investigations division, I assigned 
Crime Scene Specialist Kirkendall to photograph (■HBliefer to CSS Kirkendall’s report for details.

I also assisted Detective Ybarra while he interviewedAll three of the interviews were 
audio and video recorded using a department issued “Flip” camera.

(Martinez 1 mother and brother). The interviews were audio and video recorded using a department issued

ORIGIN: 


I was working as a patrol unit and had just finished meeting with Sgt. Young at the comer of Wilson Avenue 
and Civic Center Drive at 10:15 on Saturday December 1,2012, when a call came out of a robbery, stabbing, 
shooting at the Eat & Go Trolley Deli at the E 22 nd Street National City Trolley stop. The suspect in the robbery was 
reported to be fleeing northbound on the trolley tracks. Since I was parked at the trolley tracks and Civic Center 
Drive I began to drive southbound along Wilson Avenue looking for someone running along the tracks. I didn’t see 
anyone running before pulling into the Trolley station. 

When I parked at the deli, I saw Sgt. Young with his gun drawn covering the south door of the deli. Officer 
Sakamoto drove up as I arrived and ran around the station northbound on the trolley tracks. Sakamoto was by 
himself so I followed him to cover him as he looked for the suspect. Sakamoto was about 25 yards in front of me on 
the tracks when I noticed a Hispanic male dressed in a white sleeveless t-shirt and dark pants come out from the 
shrubs near the “Extra Space” storage center with the entrance at 525 20 th Street. I got-on the radio and notified 
everyone the suspect was heading northbound on the tracks toward 18 th street. The Hispanic male was moving 
quickly, moving from the center of the tracks to the west side of the tracks between the fence bordering 1-5 North and 
the southbound track. I lost sight of him as he entered the shrubbery just prior to the overpass bridge above West 18 
Street. 


In a matter of what seemed to be less than one minute I heard Corporal Klos on the radio saying he had detained the 
suspect. Officer Sakamoto and I walked back to the Eat & Go Trolley Deli at 530 West 21 st Street. I helped 
Sakamoto by photographing the scene and the victim’s injuries with Sakamoto’s camera. I also took photos of the 
damage done to the store and the entrance and exit point for the suspect. 


STATEMENTS : 

I located one witness outside of the “Extra Space” Storage facility. (BHHHHHBwa^ading a truck at 
the end of the first storage unit which housed the exit door for the Eat & Go Trolley DeliT^H^BPtold me the 
following:

told me he was working helping unload a truck of furniture for storage at the “Extra Space” facility 
on Saturday Morning December 1 st . He was working with two other guys. While the other guys went outside the 
facility to watch“police traffic” (police cars and a motorcycle come into the area with lights and sirens on) he stayed 
at the truck. flHBheard yelling and watchedasj^uy wearing a white t-shirt, pants, in his 20’s, white or Hispanic 
went “flying” through the complex past him. BHVtumed to look at the police for help and lost sight of the male 
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running, (BBBdid not see the suspecUiolding any weapons. He told me the suspect said nothing to hinyust 
looked at him and ran on by. I askedflHHHIwould be able to identify the male if he saw him again. 
told me “probably not, he was moving way too fast,” 


Detective Ybarra asked me to locate and facilitate interviews with the NCPD Fire crew and AMR medics who 
responded to the scene. Working through NCPD dispatch, I was able to locate the AMR unit and NCPD Fire unit 
who were at the scene. Ahmed Hlurz, EMT from AMR cam^nto the National City Police Department with his 
medic partner at 16:00 on December 1,2012. I talked withHB w ^ e Detective Villariasa talked with his partner. 



I interviewed Hluz at 16:10 at the National City Police Department. The interview was video taped. The 
original tape was impounded at the National City Police Department on impound tag # 10081728. A copy was 
prepared for Detective Ybarra and the DA. 

Hluz told me he was working in an AMR unit 449 when his unit was dispatched to a call of a combative 
patient in National City at West 18 th and Wilson Ave, He told me as the AMR unit approached the area they initially 
didn’t find auyone^ur^erreview located a group on the on-ramp of W 18 th Street to Harbor Drive. As he drove up 
he noticed later identified as Manuel Tomas Martinez, fighting with police. His unit moved 

towards the scene. There was a police unit parked in the middle of the ramp, both uniformed and one undercover or 
civilian dressed person were on top of a combative person trying to pin down Martinez. Firefighters on scene told 
him to prepare a gurney, backboard and restraints. Hluz went to the ambulance to gather the equipment. When he 
returned he noticed Martinez was in jeans with one foot without a shoe or sock and one foot with a sock, both feet 
were bloody. Hluz could not tell if Martinez was handcuffed or not. 


Martinez continued to struggle “squirming and attempting to turn around and get up. Hluz was told to bring 
the backboard up to the individual. Hluz brought up the board and prepared the restraints. Martinez continued to 
struggle getting morevidentmovin^vgj^^t of his body. At least four people were attempting to carry Martinez 
to the backboard. Hluz asked Firefighters why Martinez was fighting so much, they told 


him Martinez had assaulted and possibly shot someone else and to be caref ul handling him, Hluz was told by

While the crew continued to work on Martinez, another firefighter drove the ambulance to UCSD. 


At the hospital, they turned Martinez over to the emergency medical 
team. They briefed the UCSD team on what had happened. 

Martinez had a large amount of blood on and around his face. Hluz and his partner had to clean the 
ambulance from the blood cleaning up a “spit mask” Martinez had on while he was fighting with police. 

I asked Hluz what was his most significant memories of the incident. Hluz told me when he had first 
checked for vital signs on Martinez his

Hluz if he had been to many combative patient calls. He said he had. I asked him to rate this one on a scale of 1-5 
with 1 being a patient who was not moving or comatose and 5 being an extremely agitated combative person. Hluz 
told me “no doubt this was a five ” I asked Hluz if Martinez had said anything at all during the entire incident. Hluz 
said Martinez said absolutely nothing. 

Statement of Benjamin Garcia :{ Witness 


Benjamin Garcia is a Captain at the National City Fire Department. On Saturday December 1 st he was 
working overtime as an engineer (Driver of Unit 34B.) I interviewed him on December 1 st at 17:10 at the National 
City Police Department. A copy of the interview was taped. The original tape is impounded at the National City 
Police Department on impound tag # 10081729. A copy was prepared for Detective Ybarra and the DA. 

Garcia’s crew was dispatched to a call of an “evaluation for law enforcement” at West 18 Street in National 
City at North Bound 1-5 on-ramp. The unit arrived on the scene. When the engine arrived Garcia observed a 
“patient,” later identified as Manual Tomas Martinez, was on the ground struggling with law enforcement, kicking, 
moving his hands, and trying to turn over (from his back to his stomach.) Law enforcement was doing it’s best to 
control Martinez so NCFD could evaluate him. They had put cuffs on him. Martinez was scraping his head on the 
payment repeatedly. Martinez was straining his back trying to get up. Police were trying to verbally calm him.

There were 3 uniformed officers and a male *fllHi^Bofficer struggling to control Martinez and prevent him 
from getting up. A female in civilian clothes was standing off to the side. One of the uniformed officers was using 
his baton as a leverage device to try and keep Martinez down on his back. One pair of h andcuffs was already on 
Martinez, but officers put a second set on. Officers were trying to put on aH^HBUbecause blood was pouring 
down the Martinez’ face from lacerations he had incurred from scraping hi s own face on the pavement. The patients 
face was red. Martinez was not saying anything but grunting and groaning 

Everyone pitched in to lift Martinez, Martinez was sweaty, bloody dripping blood from his face. They moved 
Martinez to the backboard, and the gurney fac^own^he\^unie^^artin^^vemiccessftilh^uttin^nsoft 
restraints while Martinez continued to fight. 

Garcia held Martinez’ head holding it still in order to prevent Martinez from doing further damage to 
himself as well as keep Martinez’ airway open. Martinez was strapped to the gurney.

Garcia checked his pulse, it was strong. 


Garcia drove the ambulance to UCSD, During the ride to the hospital, Garcia was told 
I asked Garcia if there was anything significant in this incident he remembered. 



Garcia said he observed the following injuries on Martinez; Garcia told me Martinez had lacerations over his 
eyes from scraping his face. His feet were bloody, one with a blood stained sock, one a blood stained barefoot. 

I asked Garcia if he had been to many incidents like this. He said he did. I asked him to compare this one to 
others with a scale from 1 to 5, one being a patient who was calm or comatose to 5 a patient extremely combative. 
Garcia said this was a 5. “If officers had let him go he would have gotten up. The police were struggling quite a bit”. 
Garcia told me, “The cops were getting tossed around. From the moment we arrived to the time we picked him up 
Martinez, even with the cops on top of him, had actually moved down the ramp towards our unit because of his 
struggling.” 



Detective Ybarra asked me to contact the Trolley police who were on the scene for any witness statements. I 
contacted Sgt Solis of the Trolley police. Solis told me he did not arrive on scene until after the suspect Martinez was 
taken into custody. At the point he arrived he called Officer Nicholas Goodwin out to stand by and give any 
assistance to NCPD if they needed it. Neither Goodwin nor Solis were witness to the robbery or apprehension of the 
suspect. 
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Video Downloads: 


Eat & Go Trolley Deli Video: 

At the scene Detective Ybarra asked me to download the videos from the Eat & Go Trolley Deli and the Extra 
Space rental facility whic h is attached to the Deli. On December 1 st I attempted to contact the owner of the Deli, 

out of the country and in possession with the pass code for the DRV surveillance 
system. I shut down the system in order to preserve the video. I returned on December 3 rd at 10:30 am with the 
passwords and code to unlock the DVR, I checked the time code and date and compared them with the actual time 
and date. The video recorder time code was considerably off the actual time. I noted the time difference on the 
department Digital Video download form along with the data I needed to copy. I was able to download 4 cameras 
showing the incident starting from Martinez entering the deli to the point where he assaulted the clerk, destroyed the 
store and fled. During the approximate 7.5 minutes of pertinent video Martinez spent nearly 5 minutes at the counter 
smoking and canying on in an agitated state talking with animated movements to no one in particular. 

I copied the video onto a thumb drive which I transported and impounded along with the department digital 
evidence impound form at the National City Police Station on impound tag # 10081089. Prior to impounding the 
video I made two copies for Detective Ybarra and the DA. 

Extra Space Storage Video: 


On December 4 th , Detective Ybarra and I reviewed the DVR surveillance video set-up at the Extra Storage 
center at 525 20 th Street. We found video surveillance system was working with 32 different cameras. I checked the 
time code and the date on the camera against the actual date and time. I found the surveillance video was a few 
minutes off. I noted the time differences on the department digital video download form. I was able to find Martinez 
fleeing out of the back door of the Eat & Go Trolley Deli through the complex on four different cameras. 

I copied the video onto a thumb drive which I transported and impounded along with the department’s 
“Digital Evidence Impound” form at the National City Police Station on impound tag # 10081090. Prior to 
impounding the video I made two copes for Detective Ybarra and the DA. 

Search Warrants: 


Detective Ybarra asked me to follow through and obtain a warrant on the phone numberfBIBHHHI^ 16 
last known number used by Manuel Martinez. I completed a telephone data base review and discovered the cell 
phone provider was Sprint and the phone number had not been ported. On December 6 th , 20121 sent a cell phone 
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preservation request to Sprint to preserve the phone records for this device from November 25 th to December 6 th , 


2012. 


On December 19,2012, Search Warrant # sl2-253 wasdgedbyJudge Sontag, San Diego Superior Court, 
requesting Sprint to provide info on target telephone numberSflfc|||||HHBrhe warrant was immediately sent to 
Sprint. 


I received the data requested in the Sprint search warrant on January 9 th , 2013 including: 

• Subscriber Information-* the phone subscriber is(HIHIM Martinez’ mother 

• Call Details from 11-30-12 to 12-2-12 

• Cell Tower Locations for the calls listed above 

Detective Nagle she had let her son use her phone after his release from jail(HH|said he 
used the phone sporadically. The phone details validated this statement. On the day of this incident, December 1, 
2012 three calls were registered. All three calls were not answered m^wenn^voicemail. The last outgoing call 
made from the telephone number was made to an unknown phone(HHBHB a t 19:34 ON November 30 ,2012. 
The call details for the time period requested indicated no particular patterofconversation among the subject phone 
number and any other number. Telephone numbers coming back tofllflB Martinez’ family member, were 
communicated with the most often with the target number. But, this only amounted to three calls over two days.

On 12-1-12 at approximately 1016 hours, I responded to the 24 th Street Trolley, to investigate a report of a possible 
robbery in progress where the suspect (later identified as Manuel Martinez) had either a knife or a gun. While en 
route to the call, Sergeant Young advised he was on scene and he had the suspect at gunpoint. Sergeant Young 
advised the suspect was alone and barricaded inside of the store. 

I arrived a short time later in the east alley of 2000 Wilson Avenue, trying to block off a potential escape route. As I 
was pulling in, I heard someone advise over the police radio he saw Martinez running northbound on the trolley 
tracks. I hurried back to my car and drove out and northbound onto Wilson Avenue. I turned westbound onto West 
18 th Street behind Corporal Klos, and then we turned north onto the 1-5 onramp. 

Parked along the east curbline of the onramp were a green car and a white pickup truck. Almost immediately as I 
turned onto the onramp, I saw a subject (Martinez) in a white tee shirt running down through some shrubbery 
between the trolley tracks and the onramp. Martinez ran directly towards the white truck and, without stopping leapt 
headfirst into the be of the truck. Martinez’ momentum carried his feet almost directly atop his head, and it looked as 
if Martinez was doing a cartwheel. 

Corporal Klos and I parked and exited our cars and approached the truck with weapons drawn. I had my gun in my 
right hand as I approached the truck. Martinez remained in the truck bed as we got closer. Upon arriving at the 
truck, Corporal Klos maintained aiming his weapon at Martinez, who had his hands partially above his head, and I 
decided to try and detain him. 

I climbed into the back of the truck and placed my left kneed into Martinez’ upper back to help immobilize him. I 
then grabbed a hold of Martinez’ right hand and placed it into a pair of my handcuffs. I told Martinez to give me his 
other hand and he refused. I again instructed Martinez to place his other hand behind his back, and he again refused, 
and began hying to pull his right hand from me. 

Corporal Klos jabbed Martinez in the left shoulder with hiflB instructing him to put his hand behind his back, 
and Martinez continued to resist, instead pulling his left arm tighter up against his body in defiance. Refer to 
Corporal Klos’ Supplemental Report for more information on his involvement. Martinez tried to reach his left hand 
towards his waistband and I believed he was reaching for a weapon. As Martinez had increased his resistance and 
began to kick even after being struck by Coiporal Klos’ baton, I decided to try and get Martinez to comply with 
additional pain compliance. 

I then took hold of my handcuffs with my left hand and struck Martinez in the head with my right hand, which had 
not effect. Martinez again refused to comply and continued to try and kick and pull away. I hit Martinez in the head 
a second time with my right hand, with similar results. Martinez’ fingers were constantly fidgeting in a way 
consistent with my training and experience to be related to drug use, and I feared he was not responding normally to 
pain due to the presence of drugs in his system.

Autopsy Supplemental 

On Thursday, December 6,2012,1 attended the autopsy of Manuel Tomas Martinez (DOB^IHHH with 
Detectives Ybarra, Walters and Sergeant Seward. The autopsy was conducted at the San Diego County Medical 
Examiner’s Office, 5570 Overland Avenue, San Diego. 

The autopsy began at approximately 0930 hours and was performed by Dr. Lucas and Forensic Autopsy Assistant 
(FAA), Stephen Hannum. 

The body of Manuel Tomas Martinez was laying naked on a gurney. There was medical equipment on his body from 
being in the hospital. I took digital photographs documenting the condition of the body. Doctor Lucas and FAA 
Sutton removed the hospital equipment and I took additional photographs. 

FAA Sutton washed the body. After the body was washed, I collected two swabs from inside the decedent’s mouth. 
There were several bruises and abrasions on the body. I took mid-range and close-up photographs of the wounds and 
tattoos. 

After the wounds were documented, Dr. Lucas opened the body for examination. I took photographs of the skull, the 
brain and the back. 

At approximately 1330 hours, Dr. Lucas finished the autopsy. I received a set of the decedent’s fingerprints from 
FAA Hannum along with a vial of the decedent’s blood. I left the Medical Examiner’s Office and drove to the 
National City Police Department (NCPD). 

Upon my arrival to the police station, I transferred the digital images from the camera to a DVD-R. I impounded the 
DVD-R into the NCPD Property and Evidence Unit along with the evidence I collected from the autopsy.
